Charges of ■'immoral, unprofessional 
and dishonorable conduct" having- been preferred against him, 
tbe said P'lower accompanied by counsel appeared before the 
Board. 

The charges .specified in eleven counts were read, and counsel 
OD behalf of Flower, denied some of them, admitted others ia 
part and one wholly. 

The complaints, referring to the acts of the said Flower cov- 
ering a period of about thirty years, and coming from most of 
the counties in central and northern Illinois, were submitted in 
detail, and on presentation to counsel for Flower he declined to

Besolvcd, That this BoAttD declines to issue a certlflcate to practice 
medicine to H. D. Flower imtil such time as the said Flower shall 
present to the Board satisfactorj- evidence that the charges made agaicat 
him are untrue. 

It was decided to furnish counsel for Flower all the complaints 
on file with the Board ag;ain8t the eaid Flower, takinp; his re- 
ceipt therefor, and living him all the time desired to satis- 
factorily refute same as per resolution offered. 

In the matter of the application of G. B. Walker, of Chicago, 
a cancer specialist, for a certificate, the said Walker and counsel 
appeared before the Board and made answer to chare:e9 filed 
with the Board of "'unprofessional and dishonorable conduct." 
After the readiuf;:; of the charges and the hearing of answer 
thereto and a full consideration of the case, it was disposed of 
in like manner as the application of Flower. 

The Auditing Committee, to whom had been i-eferred the fin- 
ancial statement of the Board for the fiscal year euded Septem- 
ber 30, 1887, showing expenses of Boakd for said period to 
have been 1812,615.08, reported same back as correct and it 
was I'eceived and ordered filed for record. — iSee Tenth Annual 
Repoj-t. page l.i.

In the regular order ot business the minutes of the last r^ular 
meetine: (January, 1888,) were read and approved. 

The Secretary presented his quarterly report, a.s follows: 

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

Notwibb.ytanding the exceptional severity and sudden and 
marked change.^ of the meteorological conditions which occuri-ed 
during the quarter ended March 31, 18S8, there has been no 
serions increase of the mortality rate, as a whole, nor have the 
diseases which assume an epidemic form prevailed to an unusual 
extent. The mean temperature for the quarter has been from 
five to eight degrees lower throughout the State than for any 
corresponding period during the last fifteen or twenty years — 
the figures varying between these extremes in various localities. 

The most serious result of this unusual cold and the sudden 
changes was manifested during the n)onth of March, when pneu- 
monia and other pulmonary diseases became rite and caused a 
marked increase of the death-rate, especially among the aged. 
The result of these meteorological influences is, however, hardly 
"measured by the increased mortality; they have depressed vital- 
ity generally and impaired the powers of resistance to othe' 
eases, so that the standard of the public health is mat«. 
lowered, and the vital condition of the community at tlK

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of the quarter is poorly calculated to withstand the invaBion of 
au epidemic disease, should the contagion of such disease be 
allowed to effect a lodc;ment. 

Scarlet fever has been reported at Reddiek, Nokomis, NauTOO, 
Normal, DeLaud, Philo, Nebo, Niantic, Bardolph, Collinsville, 
Hoopeston, Paua and Springfield. Diphtheria at Ottawa, Quincy, 
Bailey ville, Mt. Morris, Hilleboro, Avinton, Franklin Grove, 
Hoopeston, Fairmount. Plainview, Collinsville, Vandalia, Chi- 
cago and Harrisburg. Measles at Creel's Springs. Paris, Chester. 
Adrian, Litchfield and Ferris; pulmonary complications are the 
sequelEE in many instances, unusually severe, and during the 
coldest periods there were a number of fatal eases — in one localty, 
ill Williamson county, out of a population of between four and 
five hundred, there were some twenty deaths from this, usually 
non-fatal disease. Typhoid (enteric) fever was also reported at 
St. Jacobs. 

Small-pox: 

Only two new cases of small-pox occurred during the quarter; 
one of these was in the Chicago bridewell, the inmates of which 
were at once vaccinated, and no other case resulted. The other 
occurred at Alton — disease probably contracted either in Kansas 
or St. Louis — symptoms so obscui'e that the attending physician 
(Dr. Haskell, Pi'esident of the Boarii), requested me to assist 
in forming a diagnosis. Even on the fourth day a positive diag- 
nosis was not wan-anted, but the case was treated as suspected 
from the beginning, the usual precautions were observed, and no 
other case followed. 

The outbreak at Clinton, reported in the last quarterly, was 
suppressed without any spread beyond the immediate fa:.mily, 
and no other case resulted from the case of varioloid at Deeatttf. 

Since the close of the quarter a case has been introduced into 
Bond county, near Greenville, which has caused much uneasi- 
ness. The disease was contracted in Kansas, from a man just 
returned from Los Angeles, Cal.; in the house where he stopped 
was a young lady teachei-, who was vaccinated with the other 
inmates of the house, and on being taken ill started tor her home 
in Illinois. Rhe was then in the febrile stage, and arrived at 
Greenville, April 1, in the eruptive stage, and on the following 
vhen Dr. Allen, the pbysiciai*, was called he found the 



vaccinia and the variolous disease progressing tofcetlier. An un- 
known number of persons must have been exposed to the con- 
tagion dnring her railroad travel and her stay in St. Louis, aa 
well as after her arrival in Greenville. On learning the facts I 
telegraphed an order for a supply of vaccine to (Jreenviile from 
Chicago, and visited the locality in person on the_4th inat. The 
precautions Set forth in the preventable di>fiase circular of" the 
Board were thoroughly enforced by the local authorities, and no 
other case has yet developed in the locality.* 

The widespread i»revalence of this disease, at the present time, 
both in this country and abroad, and the continued arrival of 
unprotected immigrants — fre(]nently with the disease existing 
among them — should admonish the community of the imminent 
danger of another epidemic similar to that of 1881-83. The- 
lesson of that experience— with its awful aggre^at^ of 2,932 lives 
sacriticpd and its tale of suffering and permanent disability of 
survivors; its total cost of $4,40-3.968.43; its quarantines and 
other interruptions of business and personal intercourse— has 
largely faded out of the public mind. Many localities do, it is 
true, still enforce the vaccination of school children, and may 
be regarded as fairly well protected against the contingency of 
a small-pox epidemic. But there are many more in which this 
precaution has been suffered to lapse, and there is now an ac- 
cumulation of unprotected individuals sufficient to furnish the 
material for a serious epidemic, and there is always in every 
community an indeterminate number whose susceptibility to the 
small-pox contagion can be destroyed only by i'ei>eated and 
frequent vaccination. 

The conditions which threaten, render it imiierative tliat the 
public should be again informed of the substantial security from 
small-pox which efficient vaccination affords: and the time is 
now opportune for a general enforcement of the school vaccina^ 
tion order of the no.MtD. Since the publication of tlie recent !■©- 
port of the Board on this sul\ie<'t 1 am in receipt of numtTOUS 
letters from school officials, hfaltli officers and parents aj^king 
that the Board again exert its influence to secure a wholesale 
vaccination of the State such an i-esulted so successfully in ar- 
resting the ravai^es of the last sniull-pox epidemic. 




It is entirely jioswible to make IHinois small-pox proof in a 
fortnight. But to do thin requires that the individnal citizen, 
an well a« the school authority and health officer, do his part 
in the work. It is the duty of every householder to see to the 
vaccinal ]>rotection of himself and of every inmate of his hoaee- 
bold. 

Aq a powerful method of arousing interest in this matter there 
can be nothing better than the enfoieement of the Hcliool-vac- 
cination order, and I have to suggest that the necessai-y action 
to this enil be had during the present meeting of the Boaed, 
BO that advantage may be taken of the favorable season of the 
year for pei-forminfi- the operation. 
Water Sapplies : 

Considerable preliniintuy work has been done toward the m- ■, 
vestigatiou of the water supplies of the State, in connection 
with the Sanitary Survey, although owina; to the pressure of 
other duties I have not been able to make the personal visita, 
which I find will be necessary, to the various localities in order 
to secure the proper collection of the samples for the chemical 
and biological examinations. 

In furtherance of the project foi collecting and utilizing the 
data concerning the borings, shafts and wells sunk in various 
partfi of the State, the following circular has been prepared.

Much scattered inrormatlon 
concerning these subterranean reservoirs has already been obtained through 
the results of borings In prospecting for foal, oil, salt, natura,] gas, etc., 
and in the sinking of welis, shafts and mines. 

The State Board of Health desires lo collect this information, and 
to utilize the data thus obtained, in compiling a report and constructing 
a chart showiog the depth from the surface, of the different water-bearing 
strata in everj' part of the State where they exist, describing the character 
of the water of each stratum, its pressure, etc. 

Such a report and chart would have great valne for towns and Tillages, 
lor farmers, stock raisers, manufacturers and otters. In indicating where 
to bore for water, the necessary depth, the quality and quantity which 
may be found, et«. It would also indicate localities where existing supplies 
might be improved by sinking wells to a lower stratum. In some places 
it might show that the underground supply is, practically, inaccessible; 
In others, that the quality is not suitable for a given purpose, as where it 
is heavily sulphuretted or strongly saline or alkaline. In such oases it 
would, at least, save useless expense. 

In order to make the information thus obtained available, the Boabd 
has secured the services of Dr. Theo. B. Cumstock, of the Ktate Univer- 
sity, a competent geologist, who has already given much practical attea- 
fclon to tliese matters in Illinois, and in several other states. 

In the absence of adequate Wiate appropriations for such work, the 
. 3QABD is obliged to rely areatly upon the people of the State to assist In 
WB collection of these data relating to borings and for such other facts 
as Inay he useful in lieiermining the character of rotk formations in various 
'Jocalitles. 

The enclosed blank, prepared by Dr Uimstock, is lent you with there- 
guest that you will I'eoord upon it such information aa you may be able 
to give r^arding wells, Imrings, and similar excavations in your neighbor- 
taood, as well as details of your own experience in relation to topography, 
natural drainage, water-supply, and the histor\ of your district In so far 
as it may bear u[>od these points.

The widespread prevalence of this disease, at the present time, 
both in this country and abroad, and the continued arrival of 
unprotected immigrants — frequently with the disease existing 
among them— should admonish the community of the imminent 
danger of another epidemic similar to that of 1881-83. The' 
lesson of that experience — with its awful aggregate of 2,932 lives 
sacrificed and its tale of suffering and permanent disability of 
survivors; its total cost of |4.403,968.43; its quarantines and 
other interruptions of business and personal inteirourse— has 
largely faded out of the public mind. Many localities do, it ia 
true, still enforce the vaccination of school children, and may 
be i-egarded as fairly well protected against the contingency ol 
a small-pox epidemic. But there are many more in which this 
precaution has been suffered to lapse, and there is now an ac- 
cumulation of unprotected individuals sufficient to furnish the 
material for a serious epidemic, and there is always in every 
community an indeterminate number whose eusoeptibility to the 
small-pox contagion can be destroyed only by repeated and 
frequent vaccination.

There were issued during the quarter 138 certificates authoriz- 
ing the practice of medicine in the State — 126 of wliich were to 
graduates upon diplomas from medical colleges in good stand- 
ing; 11 to non-graduates upon proof of ten or more years of 
practice in the State prior to July 1, 1877, and 1 upon satis- 
factory examination: 6 duplicates were also issued upon proof 
of the destruction of the originals. Certificates were ii^sued to 
26 midwives^l.^ upon diplomas or licensee, and 11 upon exam- 
ination. 

Of the 149 applications for medical-practice certificates, 11 
were refused to applicants who were unable to comply with the 
provisions of the law, and the I'equirements of the Board based 
thereon. There weivj also 8 applicants who presented diplomas 
from polleges which do not fully comply with the prescribed 
standard of study and instruction. Certificates were issued to 
these only after passing examinations in the neglected branicheB, 
or furnishing evidence of the necessary proficitncy in the omitted 
qualifications. Two applications have been received for itinerant 
license, one from Michigan and one from Indiana; in accordance 
with the action of tiie Board heietofore, these were refused. 
Since July 1, 1887, ?9,700 have lieen refused by the Board for 
licensee of this character. 
Medical Education : 

More interest is now evinced in the subject of medical education 
than ever before. This is true of the country generally, and dur- 
ing the quarter, communications have l>een received from both 
extremes of the continent showing the progress being made. 
The Secretary of the Maryland State Board of Health an- 
nounces the enactment by the Maryland legislature of a medical 
practice act similar to that of Illinois. The Secretary ot the 
California State Hoard of Medical Examiners gives notice that 
after the 1st of April, 1891, no diploma issued thereafter will 
be recognized as the basis of a certificate entitling to practice, 
unless the college shall have exact-d three full years of study, 
and attendance upon not less than three full regular coui'ses of 
lectures, delivered during three separate years, as conditions of 
graduation. The St. Louis Medical College, whose course of in- 
struction heretofore has been thorough, has decided to lengthen 



its lecture term to six mouths. The Medical Department of the 
University of Wooster, at Cleveland, Ohio, and the Medical Col- 
lege of Ohio, at Cincinnati, Vill, at the next session, require at- 
tendance upon a three-years' graded course of lectures. The 
Chicago Medical College announces the extension of its lectm-e 
term to eight months. 

Many applications have been received from various parts of 
the United States, Canada and Europe, for the Board's Report 
on Medical Education, which continues to increase in importance 
and influence with the increasing interest in the subject. More 
than the usual number of inquiries have been received with re- 
gard to the stauding of medical colleges, and for copies of our 
law, from every part of this country, and three inquiries have 
come from foreign countries. 
Vital Statistics: 

J'or the first time since the collection of vital statistics was 
begun all the counties have made returns of births and deaths, 
These, which are for the year 1887, show a general improve- 
ment and increased fullness. A total of 3'2,lQi deaths and a 
total of 62,337 births are reported for the whole State, being 
an increase of 2,762 death returns and 3,1 J4 birth returns, aa 
compared with the returns of the previous year. 

While there is noted this general improvement, a few counties 
still show a laxity of interest and consequent comparative im- 
perfection of returns.

Sundry cases involving the revocation or issue of cer- 
tificates were considered but no final action taken. 

In accordance with the instruction of the Board during its 
Thursday session the Secretary presented the following tribute 
to the memoi-y of Dr. Agnew.

The Illinois State Board of Health convened in quarterly 
session at the Grand Pacific hotel on Thnrsdav. Jane 28. at 
10 A. M 

Present: A. L. Clark, \evrton Batemaii, W. R. Mackenzie and 
John H. Ranch. 

Id the absence of the Pretfident. Dr, Newton Bateman presided. 

The minuter of the last regular raeeting (.4pril. 1888) -vere 
read and approved. 

Tho ri^ular order of businesr- was suspended and the reading 
of the Secretary's "Quarterly report was deferred until the fol- 
lowing day. 

The Secretary pre*iented the acconnte for the quarter, which, 
on motion, wer** referred to the Auditin;^ Committee. 

In the absence of Dr. Ferrell. Dr. Clark was appointed a mem- 
ber of the .Auditing Committee. 

lu the matter of certain applications for certificates ondertbe 
Medical Practice .^i-t. the time was extended for parties tomf^e 
r^ly to charpes filed agaioHt them. 

The recognition of the diplomas of a certain college of mid- 
wifey as the basis for the isene of certificates of that character 
was next considered, representatives of said college appearing 
before the Boabd in its behalf. After due consideration it was 
cn'dered that all graduates of said .-vhool must pass the exam- 
ination of the BoABD before being authorized to practice. 

The rest of the morning session was devoted to the transac- 
tioi^of routine business, and at 12 o'clock the Board adjourned 
ontil 2 o^clock P. M. 

At the aft^^oon session representatives of two medical col- 
lies, against which charges had been filed, appeared before the 
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BoARif, mid suliiiiirteil iirs'iiMt-iitt! to show that thiMr institutions 
should be considei-ed in "frood slandiiig'' by the Boaiid. Iii both 
cases the matter wan taken under ndviBenient. 

CoUHideration of rases under the Medical Practice Act occupied 
the attention of the Boaiid during the remainder of the first 
day's session, and at 6 o'clock P. M., the Board adjourned until 
Friday at 10 A. M. 

rniDAV, .Tune :29. — Pursuant to adjournment from tiie previous 
day the Board resumed its session at 10 o'clock A. M. 

Present: Dr. Haskell, President, in the ehair, and Drs. Clark, 
Ludlam, Mackenzie and Ranch. 

Under the regular order of business, was presented the 

CiUARTEiU.Y REPORT OP THE SECRETARY. 

Although there have bf«n 9 importations of small-pox into 
the State during the year, and the disease is pT'evalent in many 
surrounding localities, and especially among the negroes along 
the Mississippi and Ohio rivers, there has been no spread of the 
contagion in Illinois, and the outbreaks thus far have been 
promptly suppressed with only one exception. The two cases in 
Bond county, at Greenville aud at Reno — existing at the date 
of the last report ia April — caused no othera in the neighbor- 
hood, and up to the latter part of May, the State was free from 
the, disease. 

May 2(ith, three eases were reported at Metropolis, in Massac 
county, among some negroes. The ccmtagion was introduced 
by a steamboat from Paducah, Kentucky. The health officer of 
the town contracted the disease, but aside from this there was 
no other case outside the family first infected. 

At East St. Louis, on the evening of June 4th, 1 learned that 
there had been one case in that cit^' ten days previous, but as 
-the patient was at once removed to the St. Louis quarantine 
station, the occurrence waa not reported. On inquiring as to 
the precautions taken, 1 expressed apprehension that other cases 
might yet result, and immediately telegraphed for a supply of 
vaccine virus, which was received on the 7th, and a general and 
systematic vaccination and re- vaccination were begun. It was 
too late, however, to prevent the development of three more 
cases within 48 hours after 1 first leai'ned of the facts, and these 



cases were followeti by two aildiHonal niies, till in the same 
house. On the 23d i received notice of nnothei- case and an 
application for an Additional supply of virus, to which I replied 
by advisinfr the use of the humanized lymph, which by this time 
was in abundant supply, as the result of ovei' 2,000 vaccina- 
tions made on and after the 7th inst. 

The authorities did good and effective work: the Board of 
Education was especially thorough— ordering and enforring a 
general vaccination in all the schools. 

On the 9th of June Dr. Mackenzie telegraphed me from Cheater, 
Baying— 

"Steamer Providence landed a iie^ro at KaskaskUi who has variola." 

To which I replied— 

"County authorities must talte care of case. Thi; lioat or marine hos- 
pital service must pay expenses. See that the ruli's of the Hi).\Rn are 
enforced." 

It was subsequently learned that the steamer City ol I'rovi- 
deuce, of the St. Louis and New Orleans Anchor Line, on her 
way to St. Louis had landed a negi'o suffering with small-pox 
at Kaskaskia, on the 5th of June, about 200 yardw below the 
landing of J. G. Burch. He waw discovered by Mr. Burch, who 
provided for him and procured medical attendance. Dr. Mac- 
kenzie was notified at Chester, and after telegj'aphic correspond- 
ence with this office, immediately rei)aired to Kaskaskia and 
gave iuBtructions for the patient's care. A temporary hospital 
was erected and the services of a good nurse secured. He was 
attended by Dr. Boldt. of Kaska.skia, and everything possible 
done for him ; but he ciintinued to grow worse, and died on the 
17th of June. Vaccination and re-vacci nation were carried on, 
and every effort made to ])revent the spread of the dLseaso. No 
other cases have resulted. I wrote the president of the steamboat 
company on June 13, calline his attention to the binding of 
aaid negro, and expressing surprise that anyone should be guilty 
of such inhumanity, at the same time endangering the lives of 
others, and informed him that the company would be held re- 
sponsible for the expense incident to the negro's cai^. To thin 
he replied, stating that the negro was a tramp, and not known 



bo be sic-k when landed. 1 went tiii« letter to Ur. Mackenzie, and 
after investigation iie returned it with affidavits from Dr. Boldt 
and Mr. Burch, of Kaskaskia, showing conclusively that the 
negro was sick with small-pox when landed. I ao informed the 
steamboat company, and stated that the leant the company 
could do in repairing the wrong was to pay the expenses in 
connection with the case. Within a few days .itemized state- 
ments of expenses incurred have been received, and will be sub- 
mitted to the steamboat company for payment. 

In the early part of the quarter there were localized out- 
breaks of scarlet fever at Nokomie, Earlville, Nashville, Biggs- 
ville, Foreston and Kinderhook: of (lerman measles at Plaiufield 
and Kinderhook; of diphtheria at Earlville: and of typhoid fever at 
Mt. Pulaski and Springfield. I have been much chagrined at 
this latter occurrence, and will make it the subject of a detailed 
report to the Board at a later date, when the investigations 
now being made — and including chemical and biological exam- 
inations of the wa.ter supply — shall have been completed. The 
outbreak occuried among the students of Concordia flollege — 
some of whom had nursed a little negro waif, sick with the 
disease. It resulted in 45 cases and 9 deaths; the session was 
interrupted; the classes broken up, and the institution will not 
he again opened until the premises are put in good sanitary 
condition, 
General Sanitai-y Work : 

Aside from the foregoing, the general health of the State has 
been very satisfactory. A good amount of sanitary work has 
been accomplished, a number of cities and towns having com- 
pleted their re-in«pectious and others having begun this work 
for the first time, Galesburg, Cairo and Sparta are to be 
specially commended for the thoroughness of their work in this 
connection. 

The circular of the Board addressed to railway manaorers in 
April last, has met with a very gratifying reception. Many 
roads have entirely reformed the sanitary conditions with r^ 
spect t/O the accommodations for passengers at stations; vaults 
have been emptied, disinfected and the eoutenta disposed of 8o 
as to avoid future nuisance; and aiTungements are now secured 



for kes-piii^ thewe appurteiianoeB in a fleanl.v and conifoi-table 
condition. Much attention has alao been given to the purity of 
the-drinkinfT water furniBheil a.t the stations and on the trains. 

Work on the investiffation of the water supplies of the State 
has been impeded to some extent by the high stage of water in 
many of the streams, and lately by the excessive rainfall over 
large areas. Considerable progrpss, however, has been made. 
Time tables for the eolieotiou of water supplies at various 
points — 23 in number — between Chicago aud .Alton have been 
constructed, so an to make it practicable to follow the changes, 
by pollution and purification, in a given body of water from 
the time it leaves Lake Michigan until it flows past the city of 
Alton. Reports of the chemical and biological examinations are 
received in the Secretary's office. 

Except with the interruptions noted, samples of water are 
now coUet^ted and examined onee a week at Chicago (lake water), 
Bridgeport, Lockport, Joliet (above and below city), Morris, 
LaSalle, Henry, Peoria, Pekin, Copperas Creek Dam, Havana, 
Beardstown. Pearl and Grafton, on the main stream; and from 
the Kankakee, DuPa^e, Pox, Big Vermilion and Little Vermilion, 
Sangamon and Spoon tributaries. Samples will also be taken 
from Alton and Last St. [jouis (Mississippi river water), aud 
from other points as found necessary in the course of the work, 
which will continue six moths or more. 

In each sample the foltowinii' determinations are made: Tota.l 
solids, suspended matter, nitrates and nitrites, chlorine, hard- 
ness, free ammonia, albuminoid ammonia, oxygen consumption, 
and color and odor. By continuing the work through so long 
a period, and by making Ihe analyses as fully as outlined, it is 
hoped that the effect of accidental variations will be practically 
eliminated. The amount of flow from some of the tributaries 
is pretty well known, an I before the end of the snirmier it will 
be known for all, so that we will then be in possession of data 
complete enough to enable us to give a fair answer to the ques- 
tion, what is the rate of oxidation in the Illinois river in a flow 
of 400 miles, with sources and amount of contamination, and 
amouut of dilution from tributaries, practically knowu. 

The results obtained thus far in this investigation show the 
importance of a study of the tributaiies. The waters of some 
of these appear to contain a gi-eat deal of decaying vegetab e 



mattPi-. Tlie character of these watei-K will lie thoioiifrhly 
Btudied, as an understand in}i of them in of the hi$>;heBt import- 
ance to the sanitary welfare of the communitieB i-upplied from 
Buch sources. The public wat^^r «upplies of some of the dtieB 
and towns are also being: investigated. 

The investigation of the underground water supplifs i« mak- 
ing 8atisfai;toi'y pioti'ress— reeoi'dn from some GO diffei-ent locali- 
ties, in all pai'ts of the State, having been already nwui'ed. 
Conference of State Boards of Health. ■ 

In conformity with the instructions of the Board, J attended 
the session of the National Conference of State BoardH of Health 
in Cincinnati, May 4th, ult. The proceedings of thin meeting 
have been published, and it is only necessary in this ronnection 
to refer to so much as in of especial interest to Illinois. A com- 
mittee was established to visit or correspond with the State, 
provincial and other authorities having charge of the sea-board 
quarantines against dangerous infectious diseases, for tlie pur- 
pose of learning the methods in use, and the amount of co- 
operation such authorities can and will give for the protection 
of the people of this continent against said diseases. The com- 
mittee is also authorized to act for the Conference for this pur- 
pose and is instructed to report the results of its investigation 
to the Conference and to the State Boards of Health, and to 
arrange for proper co-operation should any foreign epidemic 
disease threaten to invade or actually get a foot-hold on thia 
continent. 

The members of this committee wei-e elected by ballot, and 
are as follows:

Sub- 
committees were susequently appointed to visit personally, 
where necessary, all the quarantine stations on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, from the St. Lawrence to the Rio Grande, and 
from Oregon to Lower California; these sub-committees to se- 
cure the co-operation of the States should cholera or any other 
epidemic disease obtain a foothold. 




The cliairman of the general committee is a member ex- 
of each of these acb-committees. and was requested by i^be 
members to formulate instructious as to the lines on which the 
inveeti^atious of the various quarantine establish ineotn tibould 
be conducted. This I have already" done, and in order to cover 
the eround more completely I have also secured the appoint- 
ment of Dra. F. A. (ierrish, of Portland. Me.; C. A. Lindslej, of 
New Hiiveu, Conn.; H. S. Orme, of T>op Angeles, Cal.. and J. N. 
Evans, of South Carolina, to the committee. 
ARtional Quarantine: 

Regulations approved by the President of the United States, 
and promulgated by the S>^'(rretary of State to United States 
consular ofBcera, have been i-e-publisbed for the information of 
United States cjuarantiue, State and municipal health offirera. 
Th^ are based opon section 2 of the act of 1878. which pro- 
vides that whenever any infectious or contagions disease shall 
appeal' in any foreign poit or country, and whenever any vessel 
shall leave any infected foreign port. or,, having on board goods 
or passengers coming from any place or district infected with 
cholera or yellow fever, shall leave any foreign port tiound for 
any port in the United States, the consular officer, or other 
representative of the United States, at or nearest such foreign 
port, shall immediately give information thereof through the 
Department of State, and shall report the name, the date of 
departure, and the port of destination in the United States; 
the object being to secure timely advice of the outbreaks of 
cholera and yellow fever, anil nf the probable transportation of 
the poisons of these preventable diseases in vessels bound for this 
country. 

The Marine Hospital Serviiv, through the Treasury Depart- 
ment, has also secured instiUitions to the Revenue Marine Ser- 
vice to co-operate in the prevention of the introduction of any 
foreign pestilence as far as practicable. 

I take pleasure in saying that the maritime quarantine service 
is better administered at this time than ever before. 

Thus tar. although Asiatic cholera still exists in South Amer- 
ica, there has been no intimation of its reappearance in any of 



the districts of Europe which were iufected last year, nor of its 
devplopmeiit in any of the countries which were then threat- 
ened."

Long aud Curtis u)ion " Water- 
Supply Pollution:'" Dr. Buckley read a paper on the "Disposal 
of Nightsoil;" and Dr. Cohen upon the "Methods of Prevention 
mnd Suppression of Elpidemics of the Contagious and Infectious 
Diseases.'' The papers and addresses were eminently practical, 
and the discussions which followed were spirited and intei-estiug 
and participated in by most of those in attendance. 

Th ■ Secretary introduced the last topic— the "Re^stration of 
Vital Statistics"— with a rw'ital of the attempts of the State 
Board to secure better l^islatiou on the subject. It was shown 
that too much is asked of the phvaician under the piv,-enr sys- 
tem. Every town of 1,000 population or over should l»e com- 
pelled to require a burial permit, and parents and other i-ela- 
tives or friends should be made equally responsible Hith the 
doctor. County clerks, in many cases, take little iuterest iu the 
work, and it involves great labor to keep 102 of these aud 
6,000 physicians throughout the State in line. Di-s. Armstrong, 
Goodriek, Seiber, Corbus. Kreider aud otliei-s participated in the 
discnssion. 

The netessity for a uniforjn health organization for cities nud 
towns throughout the State drew out the following i-esolution 
from Mr. Armstrong, of Mori'is, whicii was adopted : 

Whereas, Uniformity in the urgiini7.atiuii of the varkiiis liourds of health 
of this Slate, together with havinfi; their powers and duties t'learly defined 
by law, with the full and deariy defined means of enfnrcing the *irder of 
said boards, is a matter of snch iin|jortiuire as lo demand tlie attent nii of 
our law-makers; therefore lie it 

Resolved. That a I'omniiltee of live lie appoiiiied to prepare a liill for an 
act to create Uiardu of heailh in the several cities and villaijes of The 
Stale, definhig their powers and duties and fixing: their comnensation. and 
caui» the same to l>e presented lo the next Renenil A.*-eml>ly nf tbis 
State, and urge its passage either as an anieniiineTLt (o llie (iresent acl for 
the ineorporation of cities and villages, nr ns an iiidf'iiendcni law.

Medical Education and StntiBtics: 

In jiiatiflcation of the pjeneral acceptauce, both in this country 
and abroad, of the reports of the Illi.vois State Board or 
Health on the subject of medical education in the United 
States and Canada — and with especial reference to the aceuraej 
oi the statistics contained in those reports—it seems to be a duty 
to call attention to the following passag'es in the address of the 
President of the American Medical Association, delivered at the 
Thirty-ninth Annual Meeting, ou the eighth of Mny last. I 
quote from the copy of the address published in the Journal of 
the Association, in its issue of May 13, 1888, pages 574-579. 
In the second column of page 575, Dr. Garnett says: 

"That the profeasions of law and medicine are overcrnwded in tbJB 
country, no man of common observation will deny. The ratio of profes- 
sional men in the United States to the yupulation exceeds that of any 
other country in the civilized world so that any legitimate means of check- 
ing' tbis eiil which can be devised and tarried into praLtical effect must 
be hilled bi the medicdl world as well as the generil public as an ines- 
timable boon The statistics recenth published h\ the Illinois State 
Board ot Heal-ih tendin^f to sh w the annual numher of graduates In 
medicine witbiu the la'^t three \ears and the ctncliisions Iiaived upon those 
statistics b\ the medical jonroalh tf the countn I ha^e reason to believe, 
are not entirely accurite In supjK rt if thi-, <pini<.n and the \(ewa ex- 
pressed in the foregoing pirt t this iddress I shall take the liberty of 
directing jour ittention to i re'-ume of statistics be<iTing upon this sub- 
ject furnished me through the kindness and eourtesv i f H n N H R. 
Dawson United States Commissioner of Education 

Thcbe will no doubt exhibit in a more forcible and impressive man- 
ner to *oiii mindt the especiil subject under consideratit n than any indi- 
vidual irgiinicnt however logic i! or conchishe that could be presented, 
particnlarU when it is remembered that thev are prepired under the im- 
mediate authority and direction of the United States Government, having 
at its command far greater resources than any one state or county could 
employ." 

Then follow something more than two columns of statements, 
tables, deductions, etc, which it is not necessary to discuss — 
further than to say that they have absolute y no bearing what- 
ever upon "the annual number of graduates in medicine within 
the last three years," as shown by "the statistics recently pub- 
lished by the Illinois State Board if Health," nor upon the 
'■conclusions based upon those statistics published by the medi- 
cal journals of the country," and the accuracy of which BtatiBtiet 



and coucIusiutiH are thus impeached in a preeidential address 
before the i-epresentative body of the profeBsion directly inter- 
ested. 

So far as it is possible to discover in the extract from the 
" resume of statistics " — for it is obviously ouly aii extract which 
is furnished in the addreHs— so far as appeal's from this extract 
the figures ot the eomnnssioner of education relate to a single 
year, and not to "the annual number of graduates in medicine 
within the last three years." 

This appears to be the college year 1885-86, during which the 
commissioner found '" 89 rpgular, 10 eclectic, 13 homeopathic and 
2 physio-medical schools" in existence — in the sense of holding 
Bessions and graduating students. 

Turniua: to the report of this Board for 1885-86 (page 15) 
the following figures are to be found : 90 regular, 10 eclectic, 13 
homeopathic, if physio-medical, 1 miscellaneous — a total of 117 
schools in existence, or 3 more than reported by the commia- 
tiioner of education. The Board's report, however, includes all 
colleges in existence in 1885-86, while the commissioner's figures 
are intended to include only those which had classes of gradu- 
ates. The additional regular college reported by the Board is 
the Beaumont Hospital Medical College of St. Louis, Mo., which 
began its first session October 4, 188(i, — see page 111 of there- 
port. The additional physio-medical school is the Curtis Physio- 
Sfedical Institute, at Marion, lud,, — con.-'erning which the follow- 
ing remarks are made on page 73 of '■' report: 

Rbmauks: The alxive is collated from the Fifth Annual Anm.iincement 
of the school. Its existence was unknown to HiiM Boakd until after the 
recfiot law regulating the practice oC medicine and surgery in the State o( 
Indiana had beeu passed. Repeated letters requesting information iu re- 
gard to its histof)', etc., have failed to elicit any reply from the faculty. 
Owing to this reticence on the part of those connected with the school, 
letters of inquiry were sent to each county in Indiana, in order to ascer- 
tain how many diplomas had lieen placed upon record in the offices of the 
circuit clerks. By this means seventeen graduates have iieen discovered, 
their diplomas lieii g dated aa follows: One March 1, 1883: one February 28, 
1884: one March, 1884; eight March 4. 1885: Bve July 4. ISST), and one July ii, 
1885. 

Il will be observed that unlil March, 1885, there had been hut one gnid- 
uatiog course, hut after the law regulating the practice of medlcme and 
surgery, passed by the legislature in April, had been declared in full force 



by prod ill iiaifon of the Ciovernor, issued July 23, i88u, six additional 
ijlplomas were immediately issued. It would seem tbat the law had thus 
stimulated the making of this second crop of doctors. 

Of the present faculty two are gi-aduateH of the .school— one in March 
and one in July, 1885. 

"Names of matricuhites ami gradiiatpw not yiveti In the annnunoenipnt. 

Diplomas not rt'cxigniiied. 

The "miscellaneous" Kchool, reported bv the Boahd, is a Mis- 
souri inHtitution, claiming to be repnilar, but advertising^ to 
"alBO teach all that is distinctive in houieopathy and the eclectic 
Bystenia," Diplomas not recognized b_v tins Boako. Seo jiage 
HO of the report. 

There is the same substantial agreement between the students' 
and ffi'adnat^'s' figures give i by the commissioner and those by 
the BoAitD. The former reports 11,302 students, and 3,893 
graduates; the Boahd reports 11,279 matriculates, and 3,813 
graduates. The commissioner finds 23 more students and 80 
more graduates than the BoAitD. It is sufficient to remark in 
this connection that the Board's figures do not include in the 
class of "matriculates" men in attendance upon the sessions of 
1885-6 who had graduated in a previous year, although these 
figure in the college catalogue and swell the list of attending 
students. To include such would be to increase by so many the 
apparent number of new men fitting for the practice of medi- 
cine. Similarly those upon whom ad eunOem and honorary de- 
grees are conferred are not included in, the roARu's total of new 
graduates for any given year. Theae have already been ac- 
counted for in the totals ot graduates of the several years when 
they wei'e actually added to the ranks of the profes-sion. 

I have no criticism, however, to offer upon the "resume o! 
statistics" tarnished by the commissioner of education: it would 
be unjust to that gentleman to make any, sini'e the sole object 
of his concrete numbers is, as he expressly states, "to furnish a 
basis upon which the percentage numbers given below may be 
verified.*' These percentages relate entirely to the proportions of 
schools to students and to graduates, and ot graduates to stu- 
dents — matters having no possible cotinection with the determ- 
ination ot "the ratio of professional men in the United States 
to population," which is the bone of Dr. Garnett's contention. 
This ratio, he, Dr. (jrarnett, states is about 1 practitioner to 



every 580 of population, a result which is arrived at by ajisura- 
ine: that the populatioo of the United States in the present 
year. 1888. is 61.420.000. and. per consequence, that the total 
number of phvsieianp is 10-5,896. The authority for these two 
assnmptionB is not given: nor is it material, since the propor- 
tion HRrees pretty closely with the exact figures furnished five 
years ago in the report of this Board on Medical Education, 
and in which (pp. 174-175) are given the numbers of physi- 
cians and of medical wtuients. and the proportion of each to 
population in the states separately, and in the two countries. 
Canada and the United States. 

The exact ratio at that time— the college year 18o2-S3— was 
1 physician to every .^78.5 of popnlation. Dr. (iaruett says it 
will now "averaore about 1 to every 580."" If it wei-e worth while 
it might n-adily be shown that there is good reason for believing 
that the proportion ot population to ea«h physician is even 
greater than this. In the tjuarterly i-eport of the proceedinRs ot 
the Eleventh Annual Meeting of the Boakh, pulilished January 
17, 1888, there is given a pi-ctty full abstratrt of the last i-eport 
on Medical Education — which report has been ready for the 
printer for some time. 1 quote from this printed abstract — page 
16 of the Report of Proceed ings^as follows: 

"The effect of this inipnjvemeDt in methods of instruction unci uf Ibe 
higher giiitli Heat ions deniiindeii tiefure (iraihiatintf the student is liesi se«o 
in the diminishing perceniage of graduateis to matriculates. The tables 
embraced in the reports now wiver a sufficiently lung iwritKl— from 
IfHT t« 18S7 inclusive, and (leal with large enimich numbers— lIH.-'i2fl raa- 
triculates and 3T,4!« graduates, to give them a positive value for this pur- 
pose. Errors arising from unusual or accidental conditions are largely 
cancelled or dimintsheil in importance in these ajfliregates. and th.^ infer- 
ences drawn may be aci-.epte<l as fairly truatworttiy. 

"Tbe first act of importance which arrests the attention in this com- 
parison is that, not witlis landing the growth of population, the totul num- 
ber or medical students has never yet reached the pRtportions attained in 
1883-3. The sessions of that winter were attended Uy 13.0iW students: of 
1S8J4 by 12, TiB students; oflRS*-.! by ll.l»75 students: of 18>«-aby 12,321 stu- 
denbi. and of 18W-7 by 12,918 students, .\lthough there was a gain last 
year of i;27 students over the attendance in ISft)-«. the aggregate in I88H-7 
was still 140 less than in lS.'<2-3. 

"The effect of a higher standanl of <iu all flea I ions for graduation is 
further shown in the diminishing percentage ot graduates to the total 
numt>er of students. In 18»*2-'i out of every 1,000 matriculates 322 were 
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graduated, taking botb thu United States and Canada and all schools of 
practice into the account. In 18Sfi-7, only 294 out of every 1,000 matric- 
ulates were graduated. In the United States alone in 1882-3 out of eTery 
1,000 matriculates A31 were graduated, while Iq 1886-7 only 305 out of 
every 1,000 tnatrlctilates were graduated." 

Which is to say that, while the population increases— accordinjc 
to the census authorities — at the rate of 2 per cent, per annum, 
(exclusive of the inciement by immif^'ation) the number of new 
graduates entering the profession was nearly 8 per cent, less in 
1886-7 than it was in 1882-3. But this is only incidental to 
the present purpose, and 1 pass to another passage in Dr. Gar- 
nefct's address. 

Prom the collocation of the resume of statistics with Dr. Gar- 
nett's text the hasty reader mip;ht fairly infer that the deduc- 
tions in the latter were based upon premises furnished in the 
former. It is possible that, throug^h inadvertence or misadven- 
ture, some portion of the resume has been omitted in the ad- 
dress; for it is quite clear that Dr. Garnett's statement imme- 
diately following the resume is a non sequifar. The doctor, 
however, ffoes on to say — page 576 of the Journal : 

"This very carefully prepared analysis of the medical schools of the 
United States, it will he observed, like that contained in the statistical 
report of the Illinois State Board of Hbalth, rests largely upon the 
correctness of the catalogues put forth by these schools ; and, though pos- 
sessing some additional sources of information, cannot be regarded aa con- 
clusively accurate for the reason, as I have elsewhere stated, that in many 
instances the catalogues of colleges do tiot correctly represent the prac- 
tical operations of those iusiltutiona." 

To what extent the commissioner of education relies upon the 
college catalogues, and what "additional sources of informa- 
tion" — not possessed by the Illinois State Hoard of Health — 
are at his command. Dr. Ganiett does not disclose. But the 
assumption that the trustworthiness of the statistics published 
hy this Board "rests largely upon the correctness of the cata- 
logues put forth by the siihools,'' is entirely gratuitouB, and 
implies a want of famiharity witii the accessible facts. 

In the report on Medical Education and Medical Colleges in 
the United States and Canada, from 1765 to 1886, published bj 
the Illinois State Board of Health in the latter year, ap- 
pears the following on page 3: 
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"From the effort Ui define with more precision, anil in accordiiQi-c with 
tbe standard of tioud and well-accredited medical schools, the qualiSca- 
tions and conditions under whicb tbe Boakd may recognize the diplomas' 
of any given collefte as In 'good standing,' a vast amount of iDformation, 
historical, technical and mlscellaneouB, has been accumulated— mainly by 
correspondence, but much of it by the personal Investigation and research 
of the Secretary. Originally intended to subserve the purpose above de- 
scribed, the value of this information for reference was at once obvious, 
and the data tlrst obtained were tabulated and published as an appendix 
to the report of the Committee on Medical Bducation and Medical Col- 



Followiap; this outline of the ^nesis of the report in 1880, is 
a deeeriptioii of its development, from a single nheet covering 
all the then available data of a total of fifty-nine schools, up 
to the report of 1886, consisting of 172 oi^tavo pages and em- 
bracing all the material facte relating to 252 medical iuntitu- 
tions and their clasfies — aggregating 103,598 matriculates and 
33,684 graduates— during the preceding nine years. On page 
13 of this report it is stated that — ''Prior to the sessions 
of 1877-78 no attempt had ever been made to collect and collate 
these figures and data in this manner, and it has required per- 
sistent effort to perfect them for the earlier years." 

This "persistent effort'' has been continued ever since, and con- 
sists, among other things, of a correspondence — involving in a 
single year the interchange of over 2,000 letters, -the majority 
of which were sent to officers and members of the faculties of 
the various institutions, to prominent members of the prol'es- 
sion, to health and Government officials — National, State and 
municipal — to librarians, jouinalists and others. It r-onsists, 
also, of personal visit and investigation by the Secretary in 
many instances where conclusive and trustworthy intormation 
can not be otherwise obtained. And it is hardly necessary to 
say that it involves, primarily, a critical study of all accessible 
publications — reports, proceedings, addresses, monographs, peri- 
odicals, announcements, catalogues, prospectuses, circulars, etc., 
— bearing upon the subject of medical education. 

Each succeeding year's catalogues and announcements are care- 
fully examined ; where the names of matriculates are published 
these are compared name by name, and all duplicates are de- 
ducted from the total. It may be explained that the desire to 
ahow a large attendance, and also to reduce the apparent pro- 



portion of yradiiatea to matriculates, leads a certain class of 
schools tn this duplication of names. 

During the past week I have received the "Forty-fourth Annual 
Catalogue and Announcement" of one such school, in which tliere 
are 4(1 duplicates in a claimed total of 21(i matriculates in at- 
tendance upon the sessions of 1886-87. The number of gradu- 
ates was 63 and the claimed proportion of gi'aduates to matricu- 
lates is 29 per cent. It should be 37 per cent. The year before 
there wfre 56 duplicates detected out of 217 names; totnl gradu- 
ates 58; claimed proportion 26.7 per cent.; actual proportion 
36 per cent. This year the names of matriculates are not pub- 
lished; but, as in all similar cases, the college will be requested 
not only to furnish the names in writing for the information of 
the Board, and to enable it to determine the recognition of its 
diplomas, but the affidavit will be exacted which the Board now 
requires of all schools concerning which there is a question as 
to good faith in conforming to the standard of minimum re- 
quirements, or of enforcing their own published regulations, or 
of furnishing the instruction and facilities advertised. 

It must Ix; obvious that statistics compiled and data accumu- 
lated and treated in the ma,nner herein indicated,* have a meas- 
ure of value and accuracy not attainable by any agency re- 
stricted to the purely voluntary information contributed from 
interested sources and over which the agency may exercise no 
control. The importance of the reeognition of a medical collate 
as in "good standing" in Illinois, under the Medical Practice Act 
of the State, is felt throughout the entii'e country, since there 
is not a medical college that does not desii'e the I'ecognition of 
its diplomas by this Board. It is this which has made it prac- 
ticable to issue a aeries of reports on medical edueotion and 
medical institutions, the trustworthiness and utility of which 
have not only never heretofore been questioned but which have 
been widely recognized both in this country and abroad as ex- 
ercising a marked influence in raising the stamdard of medical 
instruction and of the qualifications necessary for the practice 
of medicine, and thereby improving the status of the medical 
profession, with consequent benefit to the public welfare. 

• Before the publication of oacb isBue ol the ropoit advBnoa sheelB. "prooK" or coplee 
ottho Immediately preceding report, are sent lothe proper ofBoerB of eyarylnHtltnf ion oon- 
oorned, with a request for osammatlon, tor the correction of any inacouraclea and. for the 
aadltlon ol any new matter r>ertlDent to the Habjeot. 



Among the moMt recent Uhi strati ons of this Jidvaiice in the 
methods of the eollegijs, is the itiforniatiou just eonveyed to the 
Board iu letters from Dr. John C. Dalton and Piof. C. F. 
Chandler, of the Collejie of Physicians and Surgeons of New- 
York, announcing that "in addition to the examination for ad- 
mis^^ion to its clasKea," which went into effect this last spring, 
the college ha« "adopted a regular thi'ee years' graded course, 
beginning the Ist of October, next, and for which the studente 
will be divided into three classes with a prescribed course of 
study for each." 

Jefferson Medical College has also recently decided to establish 
a three years' graded course after the session of 1889-90. Inti- 
mations have been received from other colleges that they will 
soon do likewise. 
Medichl Practice Act: 

Daring the quartei', fines of $100 each have been imposed upon 
J. W. Gay, "Indian Medicine Man;" F. Clark, Jr., John Kean, 
S. J. Dixon and Conrad Lutider. Other suits are peuding. It is 
now one year since the new law went into effect, and nearly all 
who were required to take out certificates have done so. The 
effect of this law, especially with regard to itinerant showmen 
and mountebanks who sold medicines, has been marked and 
gratifying. The Board refused to grant licenses to this class, 
believing their business to be prejudicial to the interests of the 
people, and in so doing refused fll,4-00 in license fees. During 
the month of June, 1HH7, there were twenty-two itinerant com- 
panies in the State whose sales daily amounted to about f 2,000. 
It is perfectly safe to assume that this law has saved the people 
of the State not less than .^250, 000 during the past year. 
MiBcelhuieous Office Work: 

During the quarter ending June 30, 1888, there wei-e received 
in the Secretary's office 1442 written communications, exclusive 
of diplomas submitted for verification, affidavits, letters of re- 
commendation, etc., pertaining to 129 applications for certifi- 
cates entitling to practice mediciue, and to 19 applications from 
midwives. There were sent out during the same period 4,326 
communications of all kinds; 45 copies of Annual Reports; 6,000 
copies of Report of Proceedings of April, 1888, meeting; 33 copies 
of Official Register; 38 copies of Report on Medical Education; 
7,500 House-to-House Inspection blanks; 564 copies of the Pre- 



ventablf-DiHpasi' Circulars; 2,100 Vaccination Certificates, and 
the usual number of other publicatioiis. 

There were issued duriiiff this period lOG eertiiicates, on 
diplumas of colleges which conform to the standard of miniiiium 
requirements: 12 to graduates of other colleges who were i-e- 
quired to Rupplement their diplomas by evidence of proficiency 
in the subject or branch omitted by their college; 6 to doctors 
upon proof of more than 21 years' practice in the State; 5 to 
non-g:raduate8, persons passing the examination of the Boahu; 
and 2 duplicates upon proof of loss or destruction of tlie origi- 
nal; 15 applications were rejeett?d because of inability to com- 
ply with the law. 

Certificates were also issued to U midwives, licentiates and 
upon proof of 21 years' pi-actice in Illinois: and to 10 upon ex- 
amination, 2 being rejected.

On motion of Dr. Clark the Secretary's report was i-eceived 
and ordered printed in the published proceedings of the Board. 

In the matter of the recognition of the diplomas of a certain 
medical college, taken under advisement at Thursday's session, 
consideration thereof was resumed, and on motion it was de- 
cided not to issue certificates to three graduates of said school, 
whose applications were pending, for the i-eason that the school 
had not in their cases, complied with its own printed require- 
ments or the requirements of this BoAitn with respect to a pre- 
liminary edueation. 

Consideration of the application of H. 0. Flower, of Fulton, 
HI., for a. certificate was resumed, and counsel for Flower sub- 
mitted argument and affidavit to disprove charges filed against 
him. The case was taken under advisement. 

Adjourned until 2 P. M. 

Friday Afternoon. — Board met pursuant to adjournment, 
and first considered the application of G. B. Walker, of Chicago, 
for a certificate. Walker and counsel appeai'ed before the Board 
and submitted a large number of affidavits in support of hia 
(Walker's) good character and in denial of the charges filed 
against him. The case was continued for further investigation. 

A number of other cases undei' the Medical Practice Act were 
considered and disposed of, and at 6 P. M. the Boakd ad- 
journed. 




QUARTERLY MEETINC, CHICAGO, OOTOT^ER 25-26, 1888. 



The Illinois State Boaud of Health met in regular quar- 
terly session at the Graud Pacific hotel in Chieag:o, on Thurs- 
day, October 25, at 10 o'clock A. M. Present: W. A. Haskell, 
R. Ludlam, A. S. Clark. H. V. Fenell, John H. Raurh— the 
President, Dr. Haskell, in the chair. 

In tlie regular order of businaws the minutes of the last meet- 
ing, June, 1888, were read and approved, and on the call for 
reports from officers, the Secretary preseTited the following ex- 
tract from his quarterly report: 

OOMPABiTTVE STATBMKNT OY THE ElPENDITUBEB OF THE ILLINOIS StATB BoiBD OI 
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The total expenditures for the fiscal year 1888 are |il,3(}7.91 
less than for the fiscal year 1887, and $1,837 51 less than for 
the fiscal year 1886. 

The total cost to the State was $2,949.79 less for 1888 than 
for 1887, and $4,074.49 less than for 1886. 

The Treasurer submitted his annual report, which, together 
with the accounts for the quarter, were referred to the auditing 
committee. A letter dated September 24, 1888, was read in re- 
gard to "Blue Mountain Joe;" a telegram was sent to Hon. E. 
Callahan, State's attorney, Robinson, III., to ascertain the pres- 
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eiit status of the cane. The remaiiider of the morning i 
. was devoted to the tranaactioii of routine buBinese, ami at 1:30 
P. M. the BoAKD took a reccHa uutil 2 o'clofjk P. M. 

At the afternoon sesfiion the Secretary preseTited hiB quarterly 
report, as follows: 

(iUAKTBKLY ItEPOKT OF THE SECKETARY. 

On October 13, 1881, as the representative of the Illinois 
State Board of Hkalth at the opening of a national confer- 
ence of State Boards of Health, I made an addreeB eiititled 
"Practical Recommendations for the Eschision and Prevention 
of Asiatic Cholera"— which disease was then threatening to in- 
vade the United Staten. In the eoui'se of this address the status 
and the respective spheres of authority and action of the health 
services of the country — National, state and municipal — were 
defined and discussed. It was pointed out that the practical 
abolition of the National Board of Health, as to its executive 
functions, devolved additional respoubibility upon State and 
municipal authorities, and it was urged that these should vol- 
untarily combine for co-operation and concert of action in the 
face of what then seemed a pressiug emergency. It was nrged 
that in "Statea which have no Boards of Health, or whose 
boards are not vested with the necessary authority or provided 
with adequate resources, the people should be awakened to the 
necessities of the situation. Legislators should be thoroughly 
informed as to the facts and urged to provide suitable legisla- 
tion," It was also urged that Congress should reorganize and 
rehabilitate the National Board ot Health, or provide an effi- 
cient substitute— one clothed with increased power and supplied 
with ample funds to maintain an effective system of modern 
quarantine for the exterior; to maintain an iiiterior sanitary 
inspection service for the great highways of travel by land and 
water; and to give judicious co-operation and aubstantial as- 
sistance to states and municipalities in preventing the introdue. 
tion of epidemic diseases into one state from another, and in 
preventing their sjn-ead within the states themselves, 

In furthei' advocacy of this point I used the following lan- 
guage : 



'Sooaer ur later the national governmeuL will Iw (.'oiu pulled uol uuly 
to assume supervision of exterior quardutlnes, but lo provide fur a pernia>- 
nenl system of cooperation with state and local goveromcnt^ In the ad- 
mfnlsiratlon of inier-state sanitation; In order, on the one hand, to pre- 
vent the i n trod net lou of exotic epidemic diseases, and, on the other, to 
prevent their spread from slate to state along the great Intra-natlonal 
highways of travel and commerce. This is a national duty. It is one 
that the national governmenl only ''an adequately discharge, and Its ex- 
pense is, equitably, one that sliould he defrayed from the national 
treasury. 

"Such an oiKaui/aLion as 1 suggest will he one agency for securing the 
as8umption of this duty by the general government; and the present 
emergency offers a favorable time fur pressing its consideration. Hereto- 
fore, legislation in the interest of public health has heen obtained, as a 
role, at the tail-end of an epidemic. It has too often been in the nature 
ot locking the stable-door after the horse was stolen. Let us now see if 
we cannot 'reverse the process, and, while there is yet time, induce not 
only Congress, bnt states and municipalities to take the necessary action 
for securing a bette.- protection of the public health. 

"Just now this means more than the good to be found in the saving of 
human life and in avoiding the suffering and misery, the ruined homes 
and desolated families whi';h an epidemic always leaves in Its track. It 
means the prevention of iianici it means the prevention of the interrup- 
tion of trade and commerce; it means the prevention of the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars, all of which would inevitably result from an epidemic of 
Asiatic cholera in this country. Already the disease has cost Southern 
Europe not leas than a hundred million dollars— six miilion dollars up to 
October Ist in trying to prevent its spread In Italy alone, with a loss of 
four millioD dollars even in the month of August, before the disease had 
effected a serious fout-h'dd; and nuw it is ana lunced thai< the decrease of 
the national revenues of France has been materially aggravated by the re- 
duction of receipts from railways, caused by the cessation of travel conse- 
quent upon the prevalence of the cholera epidemic. 

"Shall we l>e warned in time, or shall we wait until the pestilence has 
landed and oljtained a foot-hohlV A single outbreak— jmssibly a single 
ease^of Asiatic cholera in New York, or Chicago, or St. Louis or New 
Orleans, in our present condition, would co.st the country millions of dol- 
lars, even though no epidemic spread should result. In 187'Jthe report ot 
a alngle case of yellow fever in the south, caused a shrinkage in the pro- 
vision market, in Chicago alone, which amounted to a million nf dollars 
within 24 hours. 

"With a perfecJy feasible quarantine system, whose entire cost would 
not be a tithe of the losses ot one epidemic, the chances of that single 
case may be made exceedingly remote. With an adequate sanitary organi- 
sation— embracing within its scope the national authority, the state and 

unlclpal, each in Its respective sphere— not one case, nor one hundred 

mid establish an epidemic. 
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"Such an orKiinizJition uf the sanitarv defences wmld inspire public coo- 
fldeoce and prevent panic in the face of re;il diinger— and panic iM one of 
the worst complications of an epidemic, as fear la one of the most potent 
predisposing causes of epidemic disease, " 

Predictions Realized: 

All this was said ami imhlishecl in 18R4, and within four years 
thereafter— in 1888— tfie country witneaaed the realization of 
every prediction of the results which it was then asseited would 
inevitably follow the neg'lect to secure an adequate oreanization 
of the sanitary defeu^eH of the country. An epidemic of yellow 
fever, almost entirely confined to the boundaries of one sparsely 
settled and feasibly isolated State, caused widespread panic, 
the toss of niiilions upon millions of dollars in paralyzed busi- 
ness and embarraaeed industries, and vexatious and often cruel 
interruption or suspension of travel by "shot-gun quarantines" 
with all their attendant barbarities and high-handed outrages, 
culminating in the arrest and imprisonment of harmless fu^- 
tivea,* a thousand miles away from any infected locality, and 
the cold-blooded murder of travelers t^eeking to return to their 
own homes. Over and above ail this, it is within bounds to 
assert that the aggregate suffering, disease and loss of life 
caused by this panic and its consequences of exposure, priva- 
tion and effects upon the nervous system, ultimately exceeded 
the ag'gregate of suffering and Iohs uf life by the epidemic disease 
itself. 
One Item of Cost: 

I have prepared a succinct account of the epidemic up to a 
recent date, but I now wish to add certain information bearing 
upon the economic questions involved, to secure which, in part, 
I addressed the following communication to the various traos- 
portation agencies in the area affected by the Florida epidemic:

There was absolutely no juatlBcarion for the reoioval of Prof. Proctor from hlB 
otel to a hospital tor inlaotiouB diseasea; and while it was wholly ODnacBBaary for the 
safi'ty of the other Buesta at the hotel, it was the death warrant for the patient in the 
Btsee of the diseaae when the removal was made. 

It may be further remarked that fit do time daring the seasOD was the temperature ui 
New York bigli enougb to favor a diffusion of the yellow fever poison so as to endanger 
cbe htalth o[ Ita residents from this cause. The mean temperature (or Julr. August lUtA 
September was only a little over SS", and even in August the mean for the mooUi was 
only Tl.fl".

Dkar Sir: Will you kindly furnish me at your very earliest conven- 
ience an approximate estimate of the loss to your road, direct and Indi- 
rect, by the yellow-fever quarantines and panic of this >ear 1 want these 
flares for use in a report which I am prepariiiB upon this subject 

Ten years ago a national health service was established and duiing its 
active existence in 1879, 1?80 and 1881, unnecesaarj quaiantines were 
almost entirely suppressed, panic was avoided, travel and trafflc— except 
with the actually infected localities— were uninterrupted and the public 
taeslth wa?i we!l protected. In the first year, 1879, the Illinois Central 
Bailroad is on record as attributing a saving of forty per cent, on Its traffic 
business to the agency of this service. Every transportation company, rati 
and river, in the Mississippi valley, the cotton exchanges, boards of trade 
and other commercial oi^ani/^tions gave similar testimony. I know 
whereof I speak whep I assert that such a service would have prevented 
much of the loss, inconvenience and personal suffering which have been 
caused during the past season by the shot-gun and unnecessary qiiaran- 
tlnes in many localities. My efforts as Secretary and executive officer of 
the Illinois State Boakd of Hkaltu and chairman of the Committee 
on Quarantine and Epidemics of the International Conference of State 
Boards of Health were exerted for the prevention or abandonment of suih 
unnecessary interference wilh travel and traffic, and to restoring public 
confidence, and I am now anxious to ntiliKe the lesson for future benefit. 

It is not intended that the name of your road be given with its indi- 
Tfdual loss. I propose stating the aggregate losses of the transportation 
systems in the area affected, so that this information will not be used to 
your detriment. An early reply will oblige

tion companies lost at least $10,000,000 by unneceBfiarj inter- 
ference with travel and traffic. * 
ReBUin^ of the Epidemic: 

It 18 with the efforts above referred to — for the prevention or 
abandonment of unneeessai.v interference with travel and traffic 
and to restorinf; public confidence — that the remaining portion 
of this section wiil deal. During the earlier months of the spring 
of 1888, my attention had been attracted to certain suspicious 
reiimHtan''eH relating to Florida, among which may he noted 
declaration of quarantine by Denmark against all Florida 
and rumors of the existence of a susuicious form of fever 
various places on the peninsula. There had been similar 



rumorp, followed by more or less emphatic deniale, durinp; the 
previous seasoD; but it was taken for granted that the Marine* 
Hoepita! Bureau, in dischorginK the duties of a national sanitary 
Bervice, was fully advisid and would make authoritative au- 
DonDcement if there wtre any ground for warning. It was not, 
however, until April 20th that the Bureau announced the recent 
existence of yellow fever at Micanopy, Plant City and Bartow, 
and "that several other points in the southern and western por- 
tions of the state are to be looked upon as suepicinue." Grad- 
ually the facts leaked out that yellow fever, modified by tem- 
perature, had existed during the winter, and that the territory 
between Tampa and Jacksonville was infected. The WeekJj 
Abstract of the Marine-Hospital Hurpau, for the week ended 
April 2(ith, contained the fiiet circumstantial statements to this 
effect, and it is noteworthy that they are containtd in reporta 
dated March 13th and ITlh— thatis, eix weeks before their pub- 
lication. In one of these reports it is stated that a continued 
fever, "resulting in from 6 to 8 per cent, of deaths," had been 
prevalent in Jacksonville for over two months, and that two 
physicians dii-agieed with the diagnosis of typhoid fever — one of 
themjjolding "the idea of a yellow fever wave overspreading the 
city." The rpport of March 13th, dfited at Plant City, begins 
with the unqualified assertion that ''there is yellow fever at this 
place, and evidently at other places in the state, of which due 
report will be made." And both reports urge the suppression ol 
the information in deference to the local sentiment. 

These indications lost none of their sijinifieance — but, the con- 
trary, — from the belief that the introduction of the infection 
through the ^lort of Tampa, in May, 1887, and ils subsequent 
unchecked diffusion were due to the policy of concealmeut and 
suppression of infornjation by local health and quarantine 
authorities in Florida; nor from what is understood to be an 
authorized statement by the supervising surgeon of the Marine- 
Hospital Bureau, that he would "not do anything in regard to- 
malignant diseases appearing in any part of the country until 
officially informed by theexeeuiive of the state in which such 
disease existed, that it was in an epidemic form, and, therefore, 
called for the national succor." Thus admonished, it became 



the duty of every sanitary executive to Btudy the developments 
of the situatiou with especial reference to the territory under his 
own immediate care. 

In Illinois, the only point of danger was the city of Cairo, and 
I at once began a systeniatic observation of the meteorological 
and other conditions, not only of that place, but of the im- 
portant points in the Mississippi Valley. Since the result of 
these observations largely influenced my official action as the 
executive and representative of the ^Illinois Statp: Board op 
Health, it will be well to clearly state the ground of my confi- 
dence in refusing to sanction the enforcement of quarantine in 
Illinois in September, 1888, and in advising against such pro- 
cedure in certain other localities. 
Temperature and Yellow Fever: 

Among the few things which we do know positively and defi- 
nitely concerning yellow fever, are its relations to heat and cold. 
Without knowing, with certainty, what its particulate cause 
may be, we do know that a temperature below 32° F. destroys 
the vitality of the cause, and that a continuous temperature of 
not less than 70° F. is necessary for its origin and spread. In 
this country, even tn the Gulf States, yellow fever occurs as an 
epidemic only when the mean temperatui'e rises to that of the 
tropical regions, and there is no instance of its epidemic spread 
in places north of 35° north latitude, except, in the language of 
Prof. Hirsch, "when the heat has equalled the mean annual 
temperature of the tropics; and it has on no occasion become 
diffused in a temjjerature below 20° C. [98° F,], the wiiitei' tem- 
perature of the tropics."* 

As early as the beginning of the lattei' third of August it be- 
came apparent that the temperature necessary for a yellow-fever 
epidemic in Cairo would not be much longer maintained, and in 
my correspondence at this time I maintained this view — writing, 
for example, on the 23d to Dr. Garrison, of the West Virginia 
State Board of Health, in reply to his queries, that I did not 
think itnecessary todo anything with regard to yellow fever; that 
the season was too far advanced, with the prevailing low tem- 
perature, to warrant any anticipation that the disease could 
extend much beyond the limits of Florida. On the 22d of

August the mean temperature was only 67.5°; on the following 
day it was only 66.5°, and although there was subsequently an 
increase on the 2."ith to 76.5°, the average mean temperature 
for the last ten days of August was 71.4° and for the month 
wae 74.5°. This latter was 3° lower than the avergd for 18 
years — the entire period covei-ed by the signal service observa- 
tions— and the lowest recorded in 13 years, or since 1875. Dur- 
ing this period, or rather for the previous 17 years, the Sep- 
tember temperature had averaged about 8° lower than the 
August temperature, so that if only this average reduction 
should be maintained, the temperature for September, 1888, 
would be at least 1.5° below the minimum point which all au- 
thorities agi-ee to be necessary for the diffusion of the yellow- 
fever poison. As a matter of fact the deficiency for the month 
proved to be more than double this — the mean temperature for 
1888, September, being only 64.8° — the lowest ever recorded for 
that month at Cairo. Subjoined are tables compiled during the 
course of these observations and s nee completed from the 
meteorological tables in the various annual reports of the 
Bo.\RD and from data kindly furnished by General Greeley, chirf 
signal officei', U. S. A,: 
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Table No. 2. 
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These obeervationB wei* not confine<l to Cairo, but embraced 
the impoi'taut point* from Chicago to New OrleanH, and from 
Jacksonville, Fla,, to New York City They iiKrlurled a Ktiuly of 
the weekly bulletins issued from the Signal Office at WaHliing- 
ton, the value of which for epidemiological purposes cannot be 
over-estimated. I quote the comments on temperature in 
weather-crop bulletin, No. 26, as an illustration: 

Tempemiui-e—The week ending August 18th has been wlightly warmer 
than usual on the middle Atlantic coast, in southern New England, and 
the interior of the southern states, while It has been ojoler than usual In 
all other sections east of the Ilocky Mountains, except In western Kan- 
sas, where the temperature was abfiut normal. In the wheat and corn 
Felons of the northwest and central valleys the average daily temperature 
was from 4^ to S° lower than usual. Light frosts occurred In Minnesota 
and Dakota, and killing frosts were reported from St. Vincent on Friday 
morning where the minimum temperature was as low as 34°. 

The temperature for the season, from January iHt to August llJth, con- 
tinues unusually low in the northwest and the lake regions, where the tem- 
perature has been from 3® to fi^ lower than the average of previouN 
vears. Throughout the southern stat-es the tempt-raturc Tor the Hcatmn 
has ditfered but slightly from the normal, the departure being generally 
less than one degree. 

For the 231 days from January 1 to August 18 the tpni|)epa- 
tare in the southern states and including as far north as Mem- 
phis (latitude 35° 8" N.) was, as thus stated, only Hlightly he- 
low the normal. But within the next four weeks the same con- 
ditions noted for the northweMt and lake regionw began to ob- 
tain iu the Mississippi Valley, ho that by 8eptemb(;r 15 the daily- 
temperature was from 3° to 5° lower than the average of pre- 
TioDS years. Thus up to the 18th of August the daily tempera- 
tare had averaged only l.T'' less than the normal in St. IjOu'ih, 
l.B"* less in Cairo, not quite .8° less in Memphis, 1° less in Vick»- 
bai^ and 1.2° less in New Orleans. By the middle of S*!ptemljer 
the weather had grown so much cooler as to show average 
daily deficiencies during the intervening 28 days of 4.4'^ in Rt. 
Loais, 5.2° in Cairo, 4'^ in Memphis, 4.1'^ in Vicksiburg and 3" 
in New Orleans. For the corresfwnding periods the defifrieni^y in 
Nashville had been 1.5^ up to August 18 and 5.4'^ l»etween that 
date and September 15. Following is a tabnlar .-statement of 
tbeee phenomena for eighteen principal citiea; 
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Cairo within the Yellow-Fever Isotherm : 

While the city of Cairo is clearly within the isotherm of epi- 
demic yellow-fever during these three months, and under the 
usual meteorological conditions it is manifest from the forego- 
ing that these conditions did not obtain during the present 
year, and that before the middle of September all danger of 
diffusion from the introduction of ypllow-tevei infection had 

city exposed, as in 1873 and 1878. by close communication 
with any infected district. In the former year, with an average 
mean ternperattre of over 75°, cotton, hides and other freight 
were received in large quantities direct from Shreveport and 
Memphis, where yellow-fever was raginsr, and yellow-fever caaes 
were landed at Cairo from three different boats. Even then no one 
except persons who handled or came in contact with the infected 
freight, or members of the families of such persons, contracted 
the disease; there was no case due to the patients received, al- 
though four of these were in the stage of collapse when landed, 
aud died soon after with black vomit. The disease did, however, 
occur at Centralia, 100 miles above Cairo, among those engaged 

five cases with three deaths. Similarly in 1878, during the hot- 



t#t8t summer on record with one exception, and while the Mis- 
sissippi Valley was infected from Memphis to the Gulf, inter- 
course with the epidemic centers was only nominally restricted 
— the death-ship "Porter" landing cargoes of iufectiou in August 
and the "James D. Parker" so late as August 24 — when the 
fever had been declared epidemic in Memphis for more than a 
month — establishine a cpiiter of infection on Poplar street to 
which the origin of the Cairo epidemic of that year is attributed. 
Neither climatic conditions nor conditions of exposure to the 
inlection by water communication, the most dangerous and 
usual medium of diffusing a yellow-fever epidemic, obtained at 
Cairo in 1888, and by September 1st T had dismissed whatever 
apprehension might have been felt on this score. The general 
health of the Valley was good, and the sanitary status of Cairo 
itself was satisfactory, as shown by the following report of the 
health officer:

Sik: Having no means at my disposal to hire a clerk, I am compelled 
to send you a condeiise<l statement of the sanitary aHalrs of our citizens: 
The city is divided into five wardu, each of which has the following 
. population: Firstjward, 2,091', second ward, 2,580; third ward, 2,712; fourth 
ward, 2,829; fifth ward, 3,432, making a total populatlou of 13,714. By the 
school census of 1888, there are 2,263 males and 2,287 females under 21 
years of age. Tpe city is scattered over a territory covering 1,300 acres, 
frhlch is rolling and drains to the lower lauds and into the rivers, the 
rise and fall of which is 53 feet 2f inches, the greatest on the rivers, ex- 
cept Cincinnati, Ohio, and Nashville, Tenn. The timher in ;ill gone in- 
side the city, except what is kept for shade. 

. The citizens have enjoyed excellont health thp past year, having no con- 
tagious or infectious diseases. My own personal observation and the 
school census, showing the large percentage of children, have convinced 
me of the very healthful condition of our city. 

Our sanitary work has been very thorough. A personal visit has been 
made to every house in the city, and a very careful inspection given to 
all premises. A dally visit is made to all hotelsand boarding houses, and 
we run a large slop or garbage wagon every day, white many farmers haul 
away dry slops. The city being built upon a sandy soil, which quickly 
takes up all liquids, wo arc able to take care of this matter In a very 
Batlsfaetory way. We feel thiit we haw ]csh standing water lu our cltv 
than In any clly in the Slate. 
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Our sewurage systeni is good, but not (luite extended lo the iiewly built 
portions of the city, but is being so extended as fast as tiiere is a demand 
and tbe finances wiil permit. 

The habits of our people are good, and their diet plain. There is more 
miik used here than in any city of this size in the State. We bave-about 
900 milch cows, the millt from which is all used here. The natural pasture 
is fine at least eight months in the year. 

Our water is talten from the Ohio river by water works; but three- 
fourths of our houses have cisterns. We have very few chronic dniak- 
ards, yet ours is not a. prohibition town. Our citizens from the highest 
to the lowest, are willing at all times to obey any sanitary law. In three 
years' service I have had no one I>efore a court for non-compliance with 
my ordeis, and the local Board of Health and myself are proud to serve 
such proper.. 

The school Ixiard have a law requiring all attending school to show a 
certlflcate of vaccination, and a register ia liept, so that on this account, 
little is left for the health officer to do.

Spread of tbe Panic: 

Meanwhile in the territory beyond our own borders, panic 
was spreading^and quarantines multiplying. There was growing 
distrust of the management of the epidemic in the infected region, 
and railroad lines entei-ing the State from the south and south- 
east were subjeciied to various restrictions which foreshadowed 
non-intercourse quarantinea enforced by the shot-gun. The 
disease was still confiiieil to the Florida peninsula, but its effects 
upon the business interests of the country were daily becoming 
more widespread and marked, and the necessity was obviouH 
for some action on the part of health authorities which would 
arrest the tendency to panic and restore confidence. 

On September 14th I received a letter from Dr. J. D. Plunket, 
President of the Tennessee State Board of Health, inviting me 
to a conference to be held in Nashville on the 18th, for the pur- 
pose of considering the epidemic in Florida and its management. 
1 spent Saturday in Chicago on official business, and set out 
for Nashville on the afternoon of the 16th. Both in Chicago 
and at other points the representatives of the press were eager 
to obtain the views of sanitarians and health ofiicials on what 
had become an engrossing topic, and I availed myself of these 
opportunities to present the reasons which influenced ray official 
action. I publicly opposed the applications of unacclimated 



physifians yiid nursea to bo sent to [-'lorida, statiiitj that "uii- 
acelimated peojile or tiiosp who have not had yellow fever have 
no business j^oing down there now to contract the disease aud 
add to the iuimljnr to be cared for. It may be very philan- 
thropic and heroic but it isn't coiiiraon sense. TJiere are plenty' 
of medical men and nurses south who have had yellow fever aud 
who know how to treat the disease, whilst the northern people 
do not, as thpy have had no ex;)erience with it," 

Concerning tliP general situation and the probability of a spread 
of the epidemic it was pointed out that "it is now too late in the 
8<?a8on for yellow fever to spread in or to this State. There 
must be continued hia'h temperature in order that yellow fever 
should spread as an epidemic. There is no danger in any poi't 
of the country north of the southern boundary of Tennessee and 
North Carolina, and probably there is no likelihood of any 
further spread of the fever except iu the gulf states. As the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Statk Board of Health, in charge of 
quarantine, I have been and sim still- perfectly willing to allow 
the "Florida yellow fever refugees to come to this State, knowing 
that there is no danger. 

"Florida has. unfortunately no State Board of Health, and 
the county boards are quarantining against each other. There 
-the people are panic-stricken, and it is too late to give them 
any advice. Their methods of shot-gun quarantine are not only 
unnecessary, but exceedingly cruel and barbarous. The Texas 
quarantine against New Orleans is wholly unne<'esfiary, and is 
only declared because New Orleans has five days for quarantine 
aud Texas ports have ten days. Rut there is no yellow fever at 
New Orleans, and only during its prevalence would the quar- 
antine be justifietl. 

"Our efforts at .Na'^liviile will bedii'ected tow/inl rcsloiitJi;' con- 
fidence and preventing any more fooli.sh and useless (|iiaran- 
tines. There has never been anything in the situation to war- 
I'ant interference with travel aud commercial intercourse except 
with the points dii'ectly infected. In 1879, notwithstanding the 
fat that we had yellow fever at Memphis and some thirty-eight 
or forty other points between that place and the Gulf, there 
was no such alarm and iuleri'upMon of business 



"The National Hoard of Health had a jjerteet system of in- 
spection, isolation, depopulation of infected places, and sanitary 
supervision of travel and traffic both by land and water; its 
certificates were based on actual knowledge, and commanded 
confidence wherever they were preeented. The Illinois Central 
Railway company and other important transportation agencies 
are on recoi'd to the effect that the work of the National Board 
during that seaBon was of inestimable benefit to the whole valley" 
and made a difference of millions of dollars in the volume of 
business. 

"As compared with the interests involved, and the extent of 
territory infected from the previous year, for it should be remem- 
bered that the epidemic of 1879 was carried over from 1878, just 
as it is claimed this epidemic is the result of cases which oc- 
curred last fall — in these^respects this Florida outbi-eak bears no 
comparison to the gravity of the situation in 1879 in the Missis- 
sippi valley. 

"It furniahes no good reason for the degree of alarm and ex- 
citement which obtains. I trust this Nashville conference will be 
able to restore confidence and prevent further unnecessary inter- 
ference with the business interests of the country." 

The conference was attended by Drs. J. D. Plunket, President, 
and J. Berrien Lindsley, Seci'etary, of the Tennessee State Board 
of Health; Di-. Jerome Cochran, State Health Officer of Alabama; 
Dr. C. P- Wilkinson, President State Board of Health of Louis- 
iana; Dr. H. D. Frazer, Secretary State Hoard of Health of 
South Cjirolina; Drs. J. N, McCormaok, Secretary, and J. 0. 
McEeynolds, State Board of Health, of Kentucky; and Dr, J. H. 
Bauch, Secretary State Board of Health op Illinois, 

Florida and Georgia, having no State boards of health, were 
not represented, and to this extent the conference was embar- 
rassed in its pury)Ose of securing cooperation and concert of 
action by State health authorities in the entire area affected by 
the Florida epidemic, with the view of providing all necessary 
protection for the public health by agencies which would com- 
mand ijublic confirlence and thus prevent unneceasai"y interfer- 
ence with travel and traffic, alia}' groundless fear and pi-event 
panic. 

During the session I advocated the views already outlined, 
stating that my concern, as a State ofiicial df Illinois, was 



chiefly with the buwiuess iiiterestH involved ami thit'at'pned, and 
as a sanitarian with the wholly iinnpcessai'y fuffering inflicted 
by the quarantines. I urged that, on the f?i'ound of humanity, 
the teiTor-etriolcen rehifrees shonM be allowed to get north of 
the danger line as speedily as possible; that quarantines of ob- 
Bervation and detention for those desirous of comint!: into or 
passing through North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky and Illi- 
nois were not justified by the lateness of the Beasoii, the low 
temperature, the character and extent of the epidemic, nor by 
our experience of previous epidemics and our knowledge of yel- 
low fever. In 1878 thousands of fugitives from Memphis and 
below were allowed to come irito Illinois and Missouri, and 
although thirty-eight of these died of the disease in our own 
State, there was not a single case contracted from the refugees 
nor their effects outside of Cairo, where the temperature wns 
the highest that had ever been le-orded up to tluit time. 
DeSning the Danger Line: 

The conference discussed auil tiualiy adopted llie following 
propositions: 

1. That owiQg to llie latuiicssoC tbe seasoc acid the uiiusiially low tem- 
perature prevailing, there is no danger to be apprehended from the recep- 
tion of fugitives from the yellow-fever district hy any community north of 
latitude 36"= 30' North— the norihern houudary of Tennessee. 

2. That it is the duty of health and municipal authorities to prevent 
indiscriminate quarantineif, and no place should he quarantined against 
until it has heen definitely pronounced infected hy yellow fever. 

3. That it is not necessary to detain in camps of observation for ten 
days persons who wish to go north beyond the danger line. 

4. That the management of the epidemic in Florida thus far ha.s not 
been satisfactory, and a change in the methods is necessary. 

In this connection, I wish to record my appreciation of the 
work done by the State Boards of Health of Tennessee and 
Kentucky, both in the interests of Illinois and of their own com- 
monwealths. Dr. Plunket's ac'tion in calling this conference was 
wise and timely, and the attitude of the Tennessee board was 
ably supported by that of Kentucky. In my judgmeut the 
action of these boards was of greater pecuniary value to the 
material interests of their respective States than the total sura 
ever likely to be appropriated for their maintenance.

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These observations were not conflneti to Cairo, but embraced 
the important points from Chicago to New Orleaiis, and from 
Jacksonville, Fla., to New York City They included a study of 
the weekly bulletins issued from the Signal Office at Washing- 
ton, the value of which for epidemiological purposes cannot be 
over-estimated. I quote the comments on temperature in 
weather-crop bulletin, No, 26, as an illustration; 

Temperature — The week ending August J8th has been slightly warmer 
than usual on the middle Atlantic caast, in southern New England, and 
the interior of the southern states, while it has been cooler than usual in 
all other sections east of the Rocky Mountain!^, except in western Kan- 
sas, where the temperature was about normal. In the wheal and corn 
regions of the northwest and central valleys the average daily temperature 
was from 4° to 6® lower Ihan usual. Light frosts occurred in Minnesota 
and Dakota, and killing froata were reported from St. "Vincent on Friday 
morning where the minimum temperature was as low as 34*. 

The temperature for the season, from January 1st to August 18th, con- 
tinues unusually low in the northwest and the lake regions, where the tem- 
perature has been from 3° to <>° lower than the average of previous 
years. Throughout the southern states the temperature tor the season 
has differed but slightly from the normal, the departure being generally 
less than one degree. 

For the 231 days from January 1 to August 18 the tempera- 
ture in the southern states and including as far north as Mem- 
phis (latitude 35° 8" N.) was, as thus stated, only sliglitly be- 
low the normal. But within the next four weeks the same con- 
ditions noted for the northwest and lake regions began to ob- 
tain in the Mississippi Yalley, so that by September 15 the daily 
temperature was from 3° to 5° lower than the average of pre- 
vious years. Thus up to the 18th of August the daily tempera- 
tnre had averaged oidy 1.7° less than the normal in St. Louis, 
1.6° less in Cairo, not quite .8° less in Memphis, 1° less in Vicks- 
bnrg and 1.2° less in New Orleans. By the middle of September 
the weather had grown so much cooler as to show average 
daily deficiencies during the intervening 28 days of 4.4° in St. 
Louis, 5.2° in Cairo, 4° in Memphis, 4.1° in \icksburg and 3° 
in New Orleans. For the corresponding periods the deficiency in 
Nashville had been 1.5° up to August 18 and 5.4° between that 
date and September 15. Following is a tabular Btatement ol 
these phenomena for eighteen principal cities: 
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Cairo within the Yellow-Fever Isotherm : 

While the city of Cairo is clearly within the isotherm of epi- 
demic yellow-fever during these three months, and under the 
usual meteorological conditions it ia manifest from the forego- 
ing that these conditions did not obtain during the present 
year, and that before the middle of September all danger of 
diffusion from the introduction of yellow-fevei infection had 
passed. It should be further observed that at no time was the 
city exposed, as in 1873 and 1878, by close communication 
with anj' infected district. In the former year, with an average 
mean temperattre of over 75°, cotton, hides and other freight 
were received in large quantities direct from Shreveport and 
Memphis, where yellow-fever was ragine. and yellow-fever caBes 
were landed at Cairo from three different boatw. ICven then no one 
except persons who handled or came in contact with the infected 
freight, or members of the families of such persons, contracted 
the disease; there was no case due to the patients received, al- 
though four of these were in the stage of collapse when landed, 
and died soon after with black vomit. The disease did, however, 
occur at Centraha, 100 miles above Cairo, among those engaged 
in transhipping hides from Shreveport^ — there being a total of 
five cases with three deaths. Similarly in 1878, during the hot- 



test summer on record with one pxception, and while the Mi&- 
sissippi Valley was infected from Memphis to the Gulf, inter- 
course with the epidemic centers was only nominally restricted 
— the death-ship "Porter" landing eat^oes of infection in August 
and the "Jamea D. Parker" so late as August 24— when the 
fever had been declared epidemic in Memphis for more than a 
month — establishing a center of infection on Poplar street to 
which the origin of the Cairo epidemic of that year is attributed. 

Neither climatic conditions nor conditions of exposure to the 
infection by water communication, the most dangerous and 
usual medium of diffusiuo; a yellow-fever epidemic, obtained at 
Cairo in 1888, and by September Ist I had dismissed whatever 
apprehension might have been felt on this score. The general 
health of the Valley was good, and the sanitary status of Cairo 
itself was satisfactory, as shown by the following report of the 
health officer :

Sih: Having no mt^aas ut my dittposal to blre a clerk, I am cumpelled 
to send you a condensed atatement of the sanitary affairs of our citizens:

, population; Firsljward, 2,091; second ward, 2,580; third ward, 2,7]2', fourth 
ward, 2,829; flftii ward, 3.432, making a total iwpiilatlon of 13,714. By the 
sclioo] census of I6B8, there are 2,263 males and 2,287 females under 21 
years of age. T(ie city is scattered over a territory covering 1,300 acres, 
which is rolling and drains to the lower lands and into the rivers, the 
rise and fall of which is 53 feet 2J inches, the greatest ou the rivers, ex- 
cept Cincinnati, Ohio, and Nashville, Teun. The timber Is all gone in- 
side the city, except what is kept for shade. 

The citizens have enjoyed excellont health thp past year, having no con- 
tagious or infections diseases. My own personal observation and the 
school census, showing the large porceotage of children, have convinced 
me of the very healthful condition of our city. 

Our sanitary work has been very thorough. A personal visit has been 
made to every house in the city, and a very careful Inspection given to 
all premises A dally visit is made to all hotels and boarding houses, and 
we run a large slop nr garble wagon every day, while many farmers haul 
away drj slops The city being built upon a sandy soil, which quickly 
tiikes up all liquids we arc able to take care of this matter in a very 

itisfactory waj We feel that we have les-s standing water In our citv 
nan In any city in the State. 



Our sewerage system is good, but not quite, extended to the newly built 
portions of the ctty, but is being so extended as fast as there is a demand 
and tbe finances will permit. 

The habits of our people are good, and their diet plain. There is more 
milk used here than in any city of this size In the State. We have about 
900 milch nows, the milk from which is ali used here. The natural pasture 
Is fine at least eight months in the yeiir. 

Our water is taken from the Ohio river by water works; but three- 
fourths of our houses have cisterns. We have very few chronic drunk- 
ards, yet ours Is not a prohibition town. Our citizens from the highest 
to the lowest, are willing at all times Ut obey any sanitary law. In three 
years' service I have had no one before a court for non-compliance witJB 
my orders, and the liKMil Board of Health and myself arc proud to serve 
such proper.. 

The school Iward have a law requiring all attending school to show a 
CiTtificatc of vaccination, and a register is kept, so tbat on tbis account, 
little is left for the health officer to do.

SpreRd of the Panic: 

Meanwhile in the territory beyond our own borders, panic 
was spreading-and quaraiitinps inultiplying. There was growing 
distrust of the management of the epidemic in the infected region, 
and railroad lines entering the State from the south and south- 
east were subjected to various restricfiona which foreshadowed 
non-intercourse quarantines enforced by the shot-gun. The 
disease wais still confined to tlie Florida peninsula, but its effects 
upon the business interests of the country were daily becoming 
more widespread and marked, and the necessity was obvious 
for some action on the part of health authorities which would 
arrest the tendency to panic and restore confidence. 

On September 14th I received a letter from Dr. J. D. Plunket, 
President of the Tennessee State Board of Health, inviting me 
to a conference to be held in Nasliville on the 18th, for the pur- 
pose of considering the epidemic in Florida and its management. 
I spent Saturday in Chicago on official business, and set out 
for Nashville on the afternoon of the Itith. Both in Chicago 
and at other points the representatives of the press were eager 
to obtain the views of sanitarians and health officials on what 
had become an engrossing topic, and I availed myself of these 
opportunities to present the reasons which influenced my official 
action. I pubficly opposed the applications of unacclimated 



physiciuns ami uursps to bL- sent to Florida, stating that "on- 
acclimated people or thosp who have not had yellow fevi^r have 
no business }£oing down there now to contract the disease and 
add t« the numljer to bp eared for. It may be very philan- 
thropic and heroic but it isn't common sense. There are plenty 
of medical men and nurses south who have had yellow fever and 
who know how to treat the disease, whilst the northern people 
do not, aa they have had no ex|)erience with it." 

Goncerningthe general situation and the probability of a spread 
of the epidemic it was pointed out that '"it is now too late in the 
season for yellow fever to spread in or to this State. There 
must be continued hi^h temperature iu order that yellow fever 
should spread as an epidemic. There is no danj|:er iu any part 
of the country north of the southern boundary of Tennessee and 
North Carolina, and probably there is no likelihood of any 
further spread of the fever excejtt in the fjiilf states. As the ex- 
ecutive ofHcer of the Si'atk Boaru of He.m-tu, in charge of 
quarantine, I have been ond am still ]wrfectly willing to allow 
the "Florida yellow fever refuirees to roiiit:' to thi:^ f^tate. knowing; 
that there is no danger. 

"Florida has. unfortunately no State Hoard of Health, and 
the county boards are quarantining against each other.

After pai'iicipatiiig in the (.■oiiFereiice at NaMhville, I proceeded 
to VVashington ria Chattanooga; and. although coiiiiug Irom 
Nashville that day, before I was allowed to enter Chattaiioo^a 
I was required to show a certificate. I found Chattanoofja in a 
.panicky condition, owing to the death of a refupree from Decatur 
at Wildwood lu Georgia. Th^ patient was removed from a 
train at Wauhatchie by the Chattanooga authorities. TIib prob- 
abilities are that the exposure incident to his lying in the rain 
on the platform of the depot hastened his death. Chattanoogu 
authoritiea no doubt thought that this saved their city from 
pestilence, although at that time there was eearcelr a possibility 
of yellow fever obtaining a foothold there. 
QuRrantine Barbarhies: 

Here I desire to cail particular attnution to the manner in 
which, in some of tiie states, suspects and tliose prostrated by 
the fever have been treated by the enforcement of the so-called 
■quarantines. This liunting down of unfortunates, who are left 
to die because they have, or are suspected to have, yellow fever, 
should no longer be tolerated in this country. No place, city, 
or town, should have the power to exercise ijiiarantiue unless 
it has at the same lime the means of taking- care of those de- 
tained. 

Upon approaching Washington I was met by a quarantine 
inspector, who simply asked me whenei; 1 ciinie. Ooninient is 
unnecessary. 

On September 20th it was definitely announced that there was 
yellow fever at Decatur, and on the 21st at Jackson, Miss. The 
panic that ensued from these announcements ajiread thi-oughout 
the Gulf states, and the effect was plainly visible noith of the 
danger line. Within forty-eight houm after the announcement 
of the occurrence uf the cases at Jackson, Miss., every wheel 
was stopped on a line of rail extending from the Gulf to Cairo, 
and on two other lines the stoppage of traffic was nearly as 
complete, while the steamboat companies were obliged to "lay 
np," although thei'C was not a case of yellow fever along the 
whole of the Mississippi liver. 

In Washington there was an uneasy feeling in the coairaunity. 
In Philadelphia the Board of Health i-equested the Marine-Hos- 
pital service to continue its quarantine inspection after the first 



of October at the Delawaip brenkwatei-. A Tiiedical pociety in 
New York pai^eied a resolution at^kiiig that qaarantine be more 
rigidly enforced against the iiifwted localities. Two unfortunate 
victims were arrested by the healtli authorities of New York 
city for having broken tlieir parole at Camp Perry; they wei^e 
sent to Brothers Island for the remainder of the term of ten 
days after leaving .lacksonville. This proceeding was wholly 
unwarranted and unneceBsn ry, as it was simply impossible for 
yellow fever to spread from them in New York at that time. 
Other symptoms of pnnic were manifested at other places where - 
they were wholly out of danger, the health authuritiee in some 
of the places not realizing the difference between the sanitary 
treatment, of yellow fever and that of small-pox. 

Baltimore and Ivouisville form notable exceptions ; and 
althougli a number of deaths occuri-cd at the latter city Hinoiig 
refugees from Decatur, Alabama, there was no spread of the 
disease. On September 24rth a refugee from Decatur reai hed 
Rockford, Illinois, and died on the 29th, bnt there was no spread 
of the disease.* On the 25th a refugee from Decatur arriverl at 
Mt. Oarmel, Illinois, ami recovered, without spread of the dis- 
ease. Hundreds of instances of a like character were to be found 
in the State of people who hod left Florida mui-h earlier, with- 
out being sick, or spreading the disease in the localities in which 
they temporarily resided. 

In this connection I wish to emphasize the fact that not a sin- 
gle case of yellow fever occurred in the State of Tenn ssee during 
the Bea.son. In fact, all the quarantines and other precautions 
taken north of the southern boundary of that State after the 
16th of SepteBilier were wholly unnecessary. 
Quarantine at Cairo: 

While at Nashvill- I received a tel.-nim fiom tlie office of the 
BoAitn — with which I was in constant communication— announc- 
ing that Cairo had quarantined against Jacksonville, Fla., and 
Decatur, Ala., and asking financial aid from the Boaiid for tlie 
pay of inspectors. The sickness at Decatur had not at this 
time (September 17), been definitely pronounced yellow fever. 
Aside from this, however, the considerations nlrendy set forth 



forbade me, as tlie executive officer and reprcHentative of the 
BoARDj from assisting by the use of the public moneys of the 
State, or from giviug the authority of the Boakd to a quaran- 
tine which was wholly unnecessary and unjustifiable ou tlie score 
of the public health; which, to the extent that it was enforced, 
would be detrimental to the pubhe revenues, and to the same 
extent would injuriously affect the business and industries of the 
communities coueerned. 

I felt so strongly convinced of the soundness of the premises 
upon which my conclusions were based, and upon the extent and 
accuracy of ray information — which embraced every important 
point in the Valley and (lulf States— that I at once sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch; 

5Asnv]i,T,E, Tknn., September 17, 1888. 
To S. M. On; Heaitk Officer, Cairo, III.: 

Make no attempt to enforce quarantine. >'o possible dant^er from yel- 
low fever. Season too late. State Board will not expend any money 
for such purpose for the reason that it is wholly unnecessary. The exist- 
ence of yellow fever at Decatur is still a matter of doubt. Am here on 
sanitary and quarantine business.

Dr. Cochran subsequently pronounced the cases at Decatux" to 
be yellow fever, and further telegrams from the same officer kept 
me advised of the status — the extent of the depopulation of the 
town before the place became dangerously infected, the subse- 
quent 'establishment of a cordon, etc. In the same way com- 
munication was maintained with Dr. Rutherford, State Health 
Officer of Texas, Dre. Wilkinson and Salomon, of New Orleans, 
Dr. Wirt Johnson ot Jackson, Miss., Dr. McCormack at Louis- 
ville and Bowling Green, Ky,, Dr. Plunket at Nashville, Dr. G> 
B. Thornton at Memphis, Dr. Thos. B. Wood, Secretary of the 
North Carolina, State Board of Health, and others. 

On the 22d I learned that Cairo had established quaran- 
tine, notwithstanding ray protest, and immediately set out for 
tliat place, telegraphing the mayor of Cairo from Harrisburgh, 
and asking for a reply at Altoona en route. Apparently this 
request was misunderstood, and T first read the reply in a Chicago 
paper on the 23d I again telegraphed: "'Do not interfere with 
through passengers. Opinion as to necessity for quarantine un- 
changed. Will be in Cairo in the morning." Passing through 



Anna ou the iiiorniug' of the 2J:th I counseled the authorities at 
that place ae^ainst enforcing; any quarantiae restrictions, and 
on arriving; in Cairo found a public sentiment so closely border- 
ing upon panic that it was obvious the authorities had estab- 
lished quarantine mainly on that account. Meanwhile there 
was no yellow fever nearer than Decatur, Ala.— 258 miles — and 
Jackson, Miss. — 367 miles — both of which places were completely 
isolated and in charge of expeiieuced yellow fever experts and 
aanitarians, and the intervening distance covei"ed by numerous 
"shot-gun quarantines." The mean temperature on the day of 
my arrival was only 64° and the next day it fell to 63°. The 
danger line was steadily and rapidly drawing away from Cairo, 
and it had long been a physical impossibiUty for any number 
of refugees to have caused a case of yellow fever among the 
citizens. The sanitary question had, iu fact, never attained any 
importance, and my visit to Cairo was less in the interest of 
the public health, which was not endangered, than in the inter- 
ests of business threatened by the abuse of quarantine. 

I urged these considerations upon the attention of the authori- 
ties and prominent residents, and on the morning of the 25th 
addressed the members of the local board of health to the same 
purpose. The board of county commissioners of Pulaski county 
presented an application, calling upon the State Hoahd to take 
immediate action for the enforcement of quarantine against 
southern travelers entering that county. The application was, 
of course, refused for the reasons assigned, and during the day 
there were indications of returning confidence and abatement of 
the unreasoning alarm. In the afternoon I went up to Anna 
and Cobden, and caused the quarantine restrictions to be aban- 
doned at those points, as well as at Mound City. 

Unfortunately, at J:hi8 juncture there was i-eceived the report 
of a suspicious case at Memphis, and although it was soon 
proved to be unfounded it served to renew the alarm and pro- 
long the restrictions. Heferring to this case, I think it proper 
to call attention to the. courageous and conscientious dischai^ 
of his duty by Dr. (i. D. Thornton, I'l'esident of the Memphis 
Board of Health, and member of the State Board of Health of 
Tennessee, The circumstances of the Binford case were such as 
to warrant it deing designated a "suspicious case," and, in ac- 



cordance witli iiis oblifpations to the memberH of the Sanitary 
Council of the MiesisHippi Valley and the health authorities oE 
other States, he promptly notified them to that effect. The 
necessary precautions were taken in the locality, the case was 
isolated and put under observation, and >vhen, within twenty- 
four hours after the first report, it was announced not to be 
yellow fever, implicit credence was j^iven to the fitatenient. So 
long as Dr. Thornton shall continue in his present official 
capacity the people of the Mississippi Valley will feel assured 
that they have nothing to dread from concealment as to the 
sanitary status ot Memphis. With such sanitarians in g:eueral 
control, public confidence during an epidemic would not be so 
readily disturbed, panics would be prevented and unnecessary 
quarantines avoided. Distrust and dread that the facts are 
being concealed add greatly to the complications of every epi- 
demic. 

Before the close of the month all restrictions on travel and 
traffic in II)inoi»4 had been removed, and the irresponsible, un- 
warranted and illegal quarantines throughout the Valley had 
been abandoned or materially modified. 
Where Lies the Responsibility: • 

Even before the epidemic was closed, the medical press of the 
country was asking: "Who is responsible for the failure to 
sbamp out the disease in the early spring, when it was well 
known that it had survived the winter on the soil of Florida 
and, with the recurrence of warm weather, was certain to ue- 
come epidemic if any reliance could be placed upon previous ex- 
perience?" The public was asking; "Is there no method by 
which the nnnecesaary hardships, the paralysis of commerce and 
industry, and the general demoralization which have been wit- 
nessed again this season, after an interval of ten years, can be 
prevented?" 

The national i-ongress. which adjour'nwl befiire the epidemic 
was over, agaiii .shoived its inability, or it--^ indisposition, to 
deal broadly and intelligently with the subject. The offer of a 
prize of $100,000 for a "sun; cure" for yellow fever and the pro- 
posal to establish permanent camps of refuge in the yellow fevei" 
district at a cost of f'500,000, were equally unworthy of serious 
consideration. They were based upon the assumption of an in- 



definite epideniie i-eourreuL-e of tlie diseasfi; tlie,v i«noi-ed tlie re- 
Boui'oes of sanitary science and preventive niedicine; they 
traversed the wise old adage concerninp; the ivlative values of 
prevention a,nd <'nre. 

Yellow fever i.-i an exotic disease, as incapable of direct origin 
in this country a« in small pox or Asiatic cholera. Its poison 
may, under exceptional coiiditious, survive the mild winter of 
the Kulf littoral ; Ijiit, as a rnle, epidemics of yellow fever in the 
United States are the resnlt of new and repeated importations 
of the poison from abroad. Its epidemic appearance has always 
been in dirtct ratio -to the freedom and extent of our commer- 
cial intei course with the West Indies and the Spanish Main. 
Thus, for a period of nearly thirty years, endinjr in 1791, the 
country was substani iailyexempt from yellow fever, an exemption 
due to the suspension of direct commerce with the West Indies 
througl) the enforcement of the colonial acts by Ui-eat Britain.* 
After the D.^claration of Independence, commerce with the West 
Inrlies and the Spanish Main was gradually re-established, and 
in 1791 began the yellow fever epoch of quarantine following- 
the increasing ravages of the pestilence in the principal seaport* 
of the country. 

An obvious inference is that yellow fever may be excluded 
from this country by a judicious system of maritime and port 
sanitation, founded upon actual knowledge of the yellow-fever 
poison throup^h its manifestations and characteristics. 

Com-erning these manifestations and characteristics we know 
that — whatever the specific cause may be — it is capable of 
growth and reproduction; that it is transportable only by ad- 
hesion to the surface of articles, or by the air from an infected 
locality confined in otherwise empty compartments: that itisa 
ponderable cause, seeking low levels; volatile, in the sense of be- 
ing dissipated in freely-mo/iug currents of air, but not in the 
sense of a capability of being carried in the atmosphere to any 
distance with retention of its morbific potency. We know that 
a temperature of less than M2° F. will destroy the poison out- 
right, and that it requires a continuous temperature of over 7l)° 
for its epidemic propagation and diffusion. We know that the 
higher the temperature, other favoring conditions being equal,

llie more rapid and wide-spread will be its epidemio diffusion 
and the gxaver the character of the disease it produces. Wa 
also know that certain methods ot chemical disinfection will 
destroy the poiHon artificially; that it is destroyed naturally 
by aeration; and that its growth and reproduction are con- 
nected \dth the presence of filth in the sanitary sense of that 
word, inchidins decaying organic matter and defective venti- 
lation.* 

It is true that this knowledge is not exhaustive, but it is auf- 
ficient for the baisia of rational and succeasful methods for the 
exclusion of the yellow-fever poison from the country; for the 
control and suppression of yellow fever epidemics when they 
occur; and for the prevention of panic with its consequent de- 
moralization, liunian suffering and material losses. To enforce 
such methods requires the intelligent action of municipal health 
authorities, aided and directed by the broader power of the 
commonwealth exerted through an efficient State Board of 
Health ; the 8tate Boards co-operating with one another through 
voluntary confei-ences or other form of organization; and the 
whole compacted, reinforced, assisted and advised by a national 
health service commensurate with the vital interests involved. ' 
Both personally and officially, my yiews on this subject are 
matters of record, and they have been i-epeatedly endorsed and 
approved by this Boahd. 

For several yeai's I have urged the creation of a State Board 
of Healtli in Florida, and have furnished documents and papers 
and other information for use at every session of the legislature 
for five or six years. Two years ago the President of the Illi- 
nois Board, Dr. Haskell, while visiting the peninsula, lost no 
opportunity of personally appealing to members of the profes- 
sion, and to legislators to the same end. The large influx ol 
northern capital, the growing popularity of the region as a 
liealth resort, and the increased facilities of communication all 
combined -to add to the importance ot necessary agencies for 
the protection of the public health in a region so much exposed 
by its geographical ])osition to the invasion of the ti'opical 
jjestilence.

The effect of a pompetent State health authority in Florida 
would have been to prevent the policy of suppression and con- 
ceahiient ot facts last year by the local authorities, and proper 
efforts would have been made to stamp out the infection and 
to secure a thorough sanitation of the region during the winter 
— such as was effected after the epidemic of 1879 in the localities 
visited by yellow fever in the Miasiswppi valley. In time such 
an authority would secure a system of sanitary quarantine 
which would eruard the Florida ports as effectually as the 
Louisiana State Board of Health now guards the delta of the 
Mississippi. Properly aided by the National grovernment such a 
system would be perfected by prompt notification of danger, by 
the patrol of all waterw by the vessels of the Revenue Marine, 
and by the efficient operation of a sufficient number of refuge 
stations for the treatment of infected vessels and the proper 
care of their people. 

The Florida epidemic of 1888 will not be without its compen- 
sation if its lessons are utilized to hasten the adoption of such 
a system of sanitary defenses — not for any single State, but for 
the whole country; and not against yellow fever only but 
against all pi-eventable disease, whether of domestif or of foreign 
origin. 
One Fatal Case in Illinois: 

Among the refugees who arrived in the State, yellow fever re- 
sulted fatally in one case, which arrived in Kockford, Septem- 
ber 24. suffering with the initial symptoms. Dr. Helm, the 
attending physiciap, has furnished the following clinical his- 
tory:

His wife nurseil him alone from Monday, Scptemher I", until Friday, 
September 21, when he dicil, and the following day, Septemlier 22, she 
atarted north, reaching this city Monday, September 24, at S I*. M. 

I met her at the depot and took her directly to the pest house, where 
everything had been prepared for her. She was given a bi-chloride bath 
a,nd change of clothiug, and put to bed at once. 
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Com pi .lined of feeling liinic, tired ami yomewhiK chilly, Init h;id no severe 
palti. Pulse IfiO, and ieaiperature ]0(),5 After three hours' rest pulse 
dropped to 130. Her mother staid with her and (he next diiy another 
Durse nas obtained. 

I'ueeday A. Jf.— Slept well,, but waked with decided pain in back and 
head. Pulse 120 and temperature 102.5; urine free, high-eolored and con- 
tained no albunaen. Sweating profnsely. 

Ti'fxdmi P. Jf.— Pulse 120, lemperaiure 103.fi More pain in back; Btill 
swcatirit' freely. Urine tree, high-colored anti no allnmion. No nausea or 
epigastric tenderness. 

W&ditesduy A. Jtfi— Pulse 104, temperature 104°. Still sweating. Urine 
free, high-colored, and 15 per cent, albumen found. No nausea or eptga^ 
trie tenderness. Marked dryness of tuouth and throat. Still a good deal of 
pain in head and back. 

Voniifed once, a clear 
fluid. No epigastric tenderness. Pain decreasing. Urine slill free, but

and soon Llie undertaker arrived with an alr-tlght metallic casket, id 
which Ihc body was buried on the i>esl house i,'rounds tcmponirily.

The Piiblir HpiiUh: 

Aside from an extennion of sma]I-|iox fi'om ICast St. Luuis to 
the comity farm at Uolleville, St. Clair county, there has be:'n 
iio further outbreak in Illinois wince last June. There were thir- 
teen cases on the county farm — no deaths — and at, the close of 
the quarter the State is reported free from contagion. There, 



are, hnwevftr, indicatioiihi of an a|)proncliiii{^ Riimll-pox epidemic 
throughout the country. The disease was reported during; the 
quarter in Canada, Masnachu-etts, ("/onnecticut, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, 'I ennesaee, Iowa. Minnesota and Oalifornia, 
and the origin of some of the outbreaks has been traced to im- 
migrants from Europe and China. A'accination and re-vaccina- 
tion have been urged upon all communities known to be exposed, 
and there jet remain several weeks of mild weather for a large 
portion of the State, and in which the operation may be safely 
perfoi-med. 

There have been localized outbreaks of diphtheria reported at 
Marissa, Venedy, Coultersville, Marseilles, Cable and Oconee; 
of tvphoid fever at Venedy and Springfield, and of scariet fever 
at ItospvilJe and Marshall. The prcventable-diReuse circulars of 
the Ho.iKD have been furni-siied to these places, and the out- 
breaks Jiave bci-n promptly supjiressfd wherever the instrnr-tions 
have been carried out. 
A Disip-acefiil Jtiil: 

On the 14tli of .fuly I made tin inspectioTi of the Tazewell 
county jail at I'ekin, conccrninfi' which I Hul)HP(]ui'nt)y wrote to 
the sberiFf in unqunlifled condemnation of the strui'ture. That 
portion of it in which the male prisoners are confined consists 
chiefly of a. room 27x28 feet, and S% feet high: this is divided 
by heavy iron bars into eight cells and, \\ith its stone floor 
resting directly upon the ground, resembles a cas'e for wild 
beasts rather than anything designed for human occupancy. 
The only ventilation is by three small apertures, 27x30 inches, 
fully one-third of the space obstructed by heavy iron-work. 
These apertures are situated in the upper ]iart of the wall, thus 
still .further reducing their ventilation value, wiiich is oulj' nom- 
iua'Iy aided by two so-called air-shafts Openings through the 
stone flagging in corners of the room communicate directly with 
shallow holes in the ground which constitute tlie only cloacte. 
To empty these it is necessary to tear away the oiitside wall 
and then rebuild. The result may be imagined, but not de- 
scribed. Diarrhieas and low continued fevers prevail among the 
prisoners conflued in this damp, noisome stone dungeon. If this 
jail is the result of a studied effort to outi-age every law of 
health, humanity and decency, the effort is a disgraceful success. 



Medkai Education: 

At the lueetint!; of tlie Boaiid in July, 1887, a resolution was 
adopted defining the phrase, '■medical collegee in good standing," 
— as used in the first section of the act to regulate the practice 
of medicine, approved June 16, 1887 — to mean "Only those col- 
leges which shall, after the sessions of 1800—91, require four 
years of professional study, including any time spent with a 
preceptor, and three regular courses of lectures, as conditione of 
graduation, and shall otherwise coiitorni to the schedule of 
mininium requirements heretofore adopted by the Board." 

As already observed in previous reports, the better class of 
medical schools ai'e endorsing this action of the Buahd by con- 
foriniug their courses of study and requirement for graduation 
to this standard. During the pa'-t quarter information has 
been received to this effect from the Medical College of Ohio, 
the Miaiiia Medical College, the Medical College of Indiaua, and 
the Chicago Homeopathic Medical College, and 1 am also 
authorized to announce that the Medical Department of the 
University of Nashville and A'andei'bilt University wilt adopt the 
same course. 

{ By the time that the standard adopted in the foregoing reso- 
lution takes effect — to-wit, after the sessions of 1890-1891 — it 
IB probable there will be as gi'ueral a compliance as there was 
with the schedule of miuiraum requirements adopted by the 
Board to take effect after the sessions of 1883-84. A large 
number have already increased their terms from two to three 
years, and the forthcoming report on medical education will 
show a higher slamlard and greater progress than ever before. 
Office Work and Miscelhmenus: 

During the quarter ended September 30, 1888, thete were re- 
ceived in the Secretary's office 1,073 written communications, 
exclusive of diplomas submitted for verification, affidavits, letters 
of recouiraendafion, etc., pertaining to 83 applications for cer- 
tificates entitling to practice medicine, and to 21 applications 
from raidwives. 'i here weie s^ent out during the same period 894 
communications of all kinds; 51 copies of the Annual Eeports; 
3,750 copies of Ue])oi't of Proceedings of June. 1888, meeting; 
IG copies of Official Register; .'!8 copies of R' port on Medical 



Education; 962 copies of rreveii tuble- Disease L'ii-culars; 8,100 
Vaccination Certificates, and numerouH other publications of 
the Board. 

There were issued duiin^ this period, 61 certiflcatee based on 
diplomas of colleges which conform to the standard of minimnin 
requirements; 15 to graduates of other collegew who were re- 
quired to supplement thoir diplomas by evidence of proficiency 
in the subjects or branches omitted by their respective colleges; 
4 to doctors upon proof of more than ai years' practice in the 
State; 1 to a non-graduate passing* the required examinatioii 
and three duplicates upon proof of loss or destruction of the 
original; 12 applications were rejected because of the inability 
to comply with the law. Certificates were also issued to 13 
midwives, licentiates and ui)on proof of more than 21 years' 
practice in the State, and to 7 upon examination, 5 being re- 
jected . 

Satisfactory progress has been mail'' '\n the iuvt^wtigation of 
the water supplies of the State, and in llie collection of data 
concerning the underground supplies. Analyses of 570 samples 
of water have now been made, and by the close of the season 
an aggregate of about 040 will have been completed. Siiecial 
attention has recently been paid to the character of the Missis- 
sippi river water, and to the other public water supplies of cities 
and towns, and to the water supply of alt State institutions. In 
addition to the points noted in last report samples are now col- 
lected from East Dubuque, Eock Island, Quincy, Alton, East St. 
Louis, Chester and Cairo— at the latter point both from the 
Ohio and Mississippi ; also the public water supplies of Belleville, 
Danville, Kankakee, Lincoln, BloonjingtoTi, Auiora, Elgin, Free- 
port and Morrison.

At the conclusion of the reading of the Secreta.ry's report, on 
motion of Dr. Ferrell, it was received and ordered printed in the 
published proceedings of the Bo.mid. Dr. Clark submitted the 
following preamble and resolutions, which were iinanimonMly 
adopted : 

WnEBEAS, It is couclusively shown hy the report of tlif Secretary thiit 
yellow fever at no time during the season of 1838 threatenfiii the welture 
of the State of Illluol» from a sanitary standpoint, but thai the public 
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welfare w:is Dot only threatened but seriously injured in its material in- 
terests by the unnecessary, unwarranted and illegal Quarantine restric- 
tions enforced by cxunmunities both in our own State and elsewhere; 
therefore, be it 

Sesotved, TViat the State Board of IIeath of the State of Illinois 
hereby endorses ahd approves the action of its Secretary in exerting his 
influence as the representative of this Board and as Chairman of the In- 
ternational Committee on Quarantine and Epidemic Diseases, for the 
modification or abandonment of (iuarantioe restrictions on the ground of 
humanH,y and in the interests ot the industries of the country. 

BesnlMd, That this Board hereby endorses and approves of the action 
of itJS Secretary in refusing to promise financial aid to the maintenance of 
*iuarantine at Cairo, in refusing to declare quarantine for Pulaski county, 
and in exerting the authority of the Hoard for the abandonment of all quar- 
antiiie restrictions In the .State. 

The remainder of the afternoon seeaion wo.s oecupietl in the 
■consideration of cases iinder the Medic-al Pi'actiee Act, and at 
5:30 o'clock P. M., the lioAiin adjourned to 10 o'clock Fiiiiay 
morning. 

Friday, October 26. — The Hoakii met pursuant to adjourn- 
iVient. 

Present, as before, together with Dr. Newton iiateinan. 

The consideration of rases under the Medical Practice Act was 
resumed, and arp:tinients were lieard and evidence examined in 
the matter of the application of Mrs. Keck, of Davenport, la., 
for a certificate entitling her to practice medicine in Illinois. 
Decision was postponed in the absence of the applicant, and 
her attorney way notified that personal presence for examina- 
tion was neeessarv under the law. The legal points raised in 
the argument of tlie applicant's attorney were referred to the 
f-ounsel of the Board for his opinion. 

In the matter of the application for recognition of its diplomas 
by n Polish school of midwifery, located in the city of Chicago, 
and in which instruction is given only in the Polish language, 
the BoAiii) listened to the argument of the attorney for the 
school, and subsequently took the application under advisement. 

In the matter of the application of F. I). Clarke, of Chicago, 
for a certificate entitling him to practice medicine in Chicago — 
continued from Thursday's session^the applicant, by his attor- 
ney, refused to appear in person before the Hoard to answer 
the charges made against him, and which, if not disproved. 



would bring the ease within the purview of that clause of the 
twelfth section of the Medical I'ractice Act which provides that 
if "it shall be ascertained and determined by said Board of 
Health that the person so applying for a certificate is of im- 
moral character, or guilty of unprofessional or dishonorable 
conduct, * • • y^jj BoAitD or Hkalth may re- 

ject such application." The demand of the Boaed for the per- 
sonal appearance of the applicant and the statement of his 
attorney—together with the charges, evidence, replies and argu- 
ments — were entered of record in the case. 

In the long-pending case of the application of G. H. Walker, of 
Chicago, for a certificate entitling him to practice medicine in Illi- 
nois, a request was prefen-ed for furthe?" time by the attorney 
now representing the applicant. His former attorney had with- 
drawn from the case, and the new attorney represented that his 
attention had only been given to the matter for the first time 
on the previous day. The request for an exten.-^iion of time was 
£ri"anted. 

At the afternoon session several minor cases were acted upon. 
The auditing committee reported that it had examined and ap-

MEDICAL PRACTICE IN ILLINOIS. 



THE ILLINOIS MEDICAL I'HACTICH ACT. 



AN ACT to Regulate the Practice ot Medicine in the State of IlHnoiB. 
Approved June 16, 1887. In force July 1, 1887. 

Qualifications for Phactice— Diploma— Examination— Certificate 
OF State Board of Health.] Section 1. JJe it enacted by the Peoph of the 
State of IlUnoiii, represented »?t the General Assembly: That no person shaU 
practice medicine in any n( its departments in this State unless such 
person possesses the qualifications required by this iict. 

If a Rraduate in medicine, he must present his diploma to the State 
BoAKD Of Heath for veriHcation as to its genuineness. It the diploma 
is found genuine, and from a legall.v-chartered medical institution in good 
standing, and if the person named therein lie the person i.laimiDg and 
presenting the same, the State Hoard of Health shall Issue i certifi 
cate to that effect signed by all the members thereof, and suth (ertiflcate 
shall he conclusive as to the right of the lawTul holder of th '.ime to 
practice medicine in this State. 

If not a graduate, the person practicing medicine in thi^ Stjte shall 
present himself before said Board and submit himself to su(h examma 
tion as the Roai;d may require, and if the examination be sitlsf ictory to 
the Board, the said Board shall issue its certificate In accordin e with 
the facts, and the lawful holder of such certiticate shall he entitled to 
all the rights and privileges herein mentioned. 

State Board of Health— Org a niz.^tion, etc.— Cbktificates.] ^ 2. 
The State Board m Ht.\Liii shall organize within three mouths after 
tbe passage of this act it -.hall procure a seal, and sliall receive, through 
its secretary, applicaticns for certiflcates and examinations; the president 
and secretary shall hav< the authority to administer oaths, and the Board 
to take testimony in ill matters relating to its duties; It shall issue 
certiflcates to all who furnish satisfactory proof of having received dip- 
lomas or licenses from legilh -chartered medical institutions in good 
standing as may he determined by the Board: it shall prepare three 
forms ot certiflcates one for persons in possession of such diplomas or 
licenses, the second for candidates examined and favorably passed on by 
the Board, and a third for peisons to whom certificates maybe issued as 
hereinafter proiided in section 12 of this act: it shall furnish to the 
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"county clerks ot the several coimiics a list of all persons receiving certifi- 
cates. In selecting places to hold its meetings, it shall, as far as Is reas- 
onable, accommodate applicants residing In difTerent sections of the State, 
and due notice shall be published of all Its meetings for examination. 

Certificates shall be signed by all the members of the Boakd, and the 
Secretary of the Board shall receive from the applicant a fee of five (5) 
dollars for each certiflciite Issued to such graduate or licentiate. Gradu- 
ates or licentiates In midwifery to pay the sum ot two [2) dollars for 
each certificate. All such fees for certificates shall be paid by the sec- 
retary into the treasury of the Board. 

Verification of Diploma— Affidavit.] g 3. The verification of the 
diploma shall consist in the affidavit of the holder and applicant that he 
is the lawful possessor of the same, and that he is the person therein 
named. Such affidavit may he taken l>efore any person authorized to 
administer oaths, and the same shall be attested under the hand and seal 
of such officer, if he have a seal; and any person swearing falsely shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury, and punished accordingly. 

Graduates may present their diplomas and affidavitiS, as provided In this 
act, by letter or ty prosy, and the State Board of Health shall issue 
its I'ertiflcate the same as though the owner was present. 

ExAMiNATiOKH nY BOARD.] g i. All examinations of persons not gradu- 
ates or licentiates, shall be made directly by the Board, and the certiUcatea 
given by the Hoard shall authorize the possessor to practice medicine and 
sui^ery in the State of Illinois. 

Uertificate to ue Recorded.] ? 5. Every person holding a certificate 
from the State Board of Health shall have it recorded in the o Bice of 
the clerk of the county in which he resides, wIthiH three months from its 
date, and the date of recording shall be indorsed thereon. Until such cer- 
tificate is recorded as herein provided, the holder thereof shall not exer- 
cise any of the rights or privileges conferred therein to pra-itice medicine. 

Any person removing to another county to practice, shall record the 
certificate in like manner in the county to which he removes, and the 
holder ot the certificate shall pay to the county clerk the usual fee for 
making the record. 

Record to he Kept hv County Clkrk.] S 6. The county clerk shall 
keep, in a book provided for the purpose, a complete list of the certificates 
recorded by him, with the date of the issue of the certitlcate. If the cer- 
tificate he 'oased on a diploma or license, he shall re-oM the name of the 
medical Institution conferring it, and the date whci conferred. The reg- 
ister of the county clerk shall be open lo public inspection during business 
hours. 

Fees for Examinations.] i 7. The fees for the examination of non-. 
graduates shall be as follows: Twenty (20] dollars for an examination in 
medicine and surgery; ten (10) dollars for an examination in midwifery 
only; and said fees shall be paid Into the treasury of the Boakd, If an 
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appliiiant faiis lo pass said examination liis or her fee shall he retiirneci. 
Upon successfully jmssing the examination the certiilrate of the BoAiu> 
shall be issued to the applicant without further charge. 

Ghakactek of Examination.] 8 8. Examinations may he made in 
whole or in part in writing, and shall l>e of an elementary and practical 
■character, hnt sufficiently strict to test the qualifications of the candidate 
AS a practitioner. 

Refusal ok Revocation of Cektificate.] I 9. The State Board of 
Healtq may refuse to issue the certiHcates provided for in section 2, 
to individuals guilty of unprofessional or dishonorable conduct and it may 
revoke such certiHcates for iike causes. In all cases of refusal or revoca- 
tion the applicant may appeal to the Governor, who may affirm or over- 
rule the decision of the Board, and this decision shall be final. 

Definition of Practicing Physician.] i 10. Any person shall be re- 
garded as practicluK medicine, within the meaning of this act, who shall 
treat, Operate oq, or prescribe for any physical ailment of another. But 
notbiDg in this act shall be construed to prohibit Bervice in cases of 
emergency, or the domestic administration of family remedies. And this 
act shall not apply to commissioned .surgeons of the United States Army, 
Navy or Marine Hospital service in the discharge of their official duties. 

Itinerant Vendor of Drugs, etc. — License.] ^ 11. Any itinerant 
vendor of any drug, nostrum, ointment or appliance of any kind intended 
for the treaiment of disease or injury, or who shall, by writing or print- 
lag, or any other method, profess to cure or treat disease or deformity, by 
any drug, nostrum, manipulation or other expedient, shall pay a license of 
one hundred (100) dollars per month into the treasury of the Biiard, to 
be collected by the State Board of Health, in the name of the People' 
of the State of Illinois, for the use of said Board of Health. And it 
shall be lawful for the State Board of PIealth to issue such license on 
application made to the State Board of Health, such license to be 
signed by the President of the Bovrd nnd attested bj the secretary of 
ithe E<hrd with the -eal of the Boajd 

Any such itinerant vendor who shall vend or sell m* such drug nos 
trum, ointment or appliance without having 1 license ho to do shall if 
found guilt\ be lined in anj sum not less thikii cue hundred dollars and 
not exceeding two hundred dollars for eich offense to be rotoiered in an 
action of debt before inv court of competent juri'^diction But sui h

Diploma.] ? 12. Anj person practicing medicine cr surgorj in the State 
without the certillcate issued by this Board, In compliaace with the pro- 
visions of this act, shall for each and every instance of such practice for- 
feit and pay to the People of the State of Illinois, for the use of the said 
State Board of Health, the sum of one hundred (100) dollars for the 
first offense, and two hundred (2110) dollars for each subse<]uent offense, the 
same to be recovered in an action of debt before any court of competent 
Jurisdiction, and any person filing or att-emptintt to file as his owu the 



(lipkinia or cerliflcale ciC anolher, (ir a forged affldavit of idcatifl'.ation, 
shall be guilty of a felony, and upon (UDvictioD, sball be subject to such 
tine ami ina prison me nt as are niiwle and provided by tiie statutes of the 
State for the crl&ie of foi^ery. 

Profided, tha*^ll persons who have been practicing medicine coDtinu-

Proi-ided, that either j)arty may appeal in the same time and manner as 
appeals may be taken in other cases, except that where an appeal Is 
prayed in behalf of the People, no appeal bond shall be rei|Uired to be 
II ed, whether the appeal be from a justice of the peace. (U' from the 
county or circuit court, or from the appellate court. But it shall be suffi- 
cient In behalf of the People of the State of Illinois, for the use of the 
State Board of Health, to pray an appeal, and thereupon appeal may 
lie hail without bond or security.

MODE OF PROCEDURK UNDER THE ILLINOIS MEIHCAL 
PRACTICE ACT. 



Under the act to regulate the practice of medicine in tha State 
of lUinois all practitioners are divided into two classes. First, 
graduates of "legally-chartered medical institutions in good 
standing, as may be determined bj the IIoahd." [See section 2, 
Medical Practice Act.] Second, non-graduates who are required 
by the law to undergo an examination by the ISoakd. 

To be held "in good standing" in Illlnoifs, medical colleges- 
are required to compl3' with the following schedule, adopted 
and promulgated by the State Board of Hea,,th in July, 
1887. This schedule took effect at the close of the sessions oF 
1890-91. No diploma issued since that date is accepted as the 
basis for a State certificate unless issued in accordance with 
this schedule. 

Tbe only other mode of obtaining- n State certificate is tbroush 
an examination by fAeBoAitu. 

SCHEDULE OP ItKQUIIlEMENTS. 

I. Cmiditious «l' A'hnu^Kion to Lecture Courses.— I. Credible uertiHcate of 
good moral standing. 2. Diploma of graduation from a good literary and 
scleotiflc college, or high school, or a llrst-grade teacher's certificate. 
Lacking such evidence of preliminary education— a thorough examination 
ID tbe hranches of a good English education, including mathematics, 
English composition and elementary physics or natural philosophy. 

II. Brandies of Medical Science to be included in the (.'oiirse of Instruction. — 
1. Anatomy. 2. Physiology. 3. Chemistry. 4. Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics. 5. Theory and Practice of Medicine. «. Pathology. 7. 
.Surgery. 8. Ohstetrics and Gynecology. B. Hj-giene. 10. Medical Juris- 
prudence (Forensic Medicinel. 

III. Length of Regular or Graduating Courses.— i. The time occupied in 
the regular courses or sessions from which students are graduated shall 
not be less than five months, or twenty weeks, each. Three nil! courses 
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of leclures, im iwu within one aud. tbe same year of time, shall be re- 
quired (or graduation with the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

IV. Atknda)iee and Examinations, or Quizzes. — 1. Regular attendance 
during each eotire lecture course shall he required, allowance heing made 
ouly for absence occasioned by tbe student's sickness, sucb absence not to 
exceed twenty per centum of the course. 2. Regular esaminations or 
qulKi^es to he made hy each lecturer or professor daily, or at least twice 
each week. 3. Final examinations on all branches— to be conducted, 
when practicable, by competent examiners other than the professors la 
«ach branch. 

V. bmeetiona. Clinks and Hospital Aitendance.—\. Each student shall 
have dissected during two courses. 2. Attendance during at least two 
terms of clinical and hospital Instruction shall be required. 

VI. Time of Professional Studies.— This shall not be less than four full 
years before graduation, including the time spent with a preceptor, and 
attendance upon lectures or at clinics and hospitals. 

VII. Inntnie!ioii. — The college must show that it has a sufficient and 
■competent corps of Instructors, and the necessary facilities for teaching, 
<ll8sectlons, clinics, etc. 

Appended is all needful information as to the course of pro- 
cedure to be obnerved in applying for a State certificate and 
complyino; with the law. 

1. Apfliuatkij).* kor certificates, ktc: Applications for certificates, 
■or for blank affidavits, should be made to the Secretary at SpringBeld. 
The county clerks are aKo furnished with blank affidavits, or may obtain 
the same on application to the Secretary. 

A special form of iffldavit has been prepared for those who have lost 
their diplomas b\ llr or otherwise, and may be had on application as 
-abo\e 

Diplomas or licenses for ^eriftcation, and affidavits properly tilled out 
.and ai iinowledged, together with the necessary letters of recommendation 
land fees for certiflcatei should be sent to the Secretary. 

Foi Lonienience diplomas may he presented to any member of the 
BoAKD for verification*. In such case the affidavit should be endorsed 
"Diploma verified," with the signature of the member, before being (or- 
■wardeil to the Secretary. 

2. Diploma or license to be phesented for verification; The law 
require^s that graduates oC medicine, or those who have licenses from le- 
gally chartered medical institutions in good standing, must actually pre- 
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sent for verification, to the State Boakd, their diplomas or liceDses; and, 
in addtllon, such other satisfactory proofs as may be necessary. Graduates 
may present their diplomas or licenses and affidavits by letter or proxy. 

3. Affidavits keqtiked: Affidavit must be made that the person pre- 
senting the diploma, or license, is the lawfnl possessor of the same. The 
affidavit should state date and place of graduation, and name of medical 
college; length of practice in this Stat«, as well as present place of resi- 
dence. 

4. Feb for. certificates: The fee for a certiticiiie of graduation is 
flxed by law at five dollars. 

5. Examination of non-or ad hates: It is re((Uired by law that all 
persons who are not graduates in medicine or licentiates, shall, before 
beginning practice, be examined directly by the Board, which is au- 
thorised to issue State certificates to those passing the examination. 

6. A PFI.1 (NATION FDR examination; The candidate for exaraluatlon 
must fill out a blank form, which may be obtained on application to the 
Secretary. This must be sent to the otflc? of the Board and, if approved, 
the candidate will be notified when ami wh(*re to appear for examina- 
tion. 

7. Fee for examination; Candidates for examination are required to 
pay a fee of twenty dollars, in advance— to he returned if the certifiL'ate 
be refused. 

8- CuAKACi'EK OF examination; Kxaminations may he made, in whole 
or in part, in writing: and shall he of an elementary and practi- 
cal character, but sufficiently strict to test the fjualiflcations of the can- 
didate as a practitioner. 

9. Examinations to be made in propria persona: Candidates for 
esamination must present themselves in person before the Board. No 
examination papers can be sent out to individuals: and no examination 
can be limited to any one or two special topics, or branches of study or 
practice. The examinations will he conducted by the entire Boakd, and 
upon all branches usually taught in medical schools. 

10. Schools of practice in examination: Questions relating to 
special methods or forms of practice or therapeulics will he referred for 
examination to the various individnal members of the Board, as may be 
indicated. 

11. Examination in a foheion lanouaqe: Those desirinf? to be ex- 
amined in any other but the English language may, in the discretion of 
the Board, be examined through interpreters, furnished at their own ex- 
pense and approved hy the Board. 

12. Non-oradl'atf.s must have .stt'dted Forn ve.mis: Ciindidates for 
examination must present evidence that Ihey have studied medicine at. 
least four years. 



13. EVIDENXE Uf MOltAL AND PltOFESWOSAL STANDING! All appliCaol-S 

for ccrtlllcatefi. whether holding diplomas or not, arc required to riirnish 
satisfactory evidence of good moral iind professional standing; such evidence 
(letters of recouimendation.) to tie filed \a the office of the Boakd as part o( 
the applicant's professional record. 

14. CERTIKirATKH TO BE RECORDED IN OFFICE OK COVNTY CI^RKI Physl- 

cians are required to have recorded, In the office of the county clert, the 
State certificate which may be received from the State Hoard of Heath; 
and In case of removal to another county in the State, to_ have the cer- 
tificate recorded in that county also. 

Section 4 of the State Board of Health act rei|uires that all physi- 
cians and mldwlvcs, without exception, practicing in this State, shall 
•register their names and post-oflice addresses with the county clerk of the 
county in which they reside. This register Is additional to, and Inde- 
pendent of, the reimriJ of the State certificate of the Hoard, and is 
ohligatory in each county into which the pliysician's or midwife's practice 
extends. 

15. Physiclan.s to itEsisrBR in each ctnTNTv: In case a phvalcian 
practices in any other county than that in which he lives— he having re- 
corded his certificate in his own county— it is not required that he have 
hl9x;ertlflca'e recorded In such other county or counties. He must, how- 
ever, register hla name in the county or counties in which his practice ex- . 
tends, and make his returns of births and deaths occurring in those coun- 
ties to the respective county clerks. In cases of professional consultation 
only, with resident physicians, such registration is not required, 

18. Non-resident rirvsiciANS practicino in this state amkn'aule 
TO THE law: Physicians, residents of adjoining States, who practice in 
this State in counties adjoining the one in which they reside, are required 
to take out State certificates of practice, as required of residents of this 
State. They must record the same in the office of the county clerk of the 
county or counties in which their practice extends; make returns of births 
and deaths in thoie counties to the county clerks, and In every respect 
conform to all the requirements of the law incumbent upon r&sidents of 
this State. 

17. CiiANiiB ov L(HAT[ON : It is important that when a change of loca- 
tion Is made, it be promptly reported tii the Hoaku. Unless this Is done, 
the official register will necessarily be incorrect. 

18. Professional a(.tn illegal i-rior to recohd ok certificatk : 
No one has a right to practice until the State certificate of the Board Is 
placed upon record in the county in which the individual lives. All pro- 
fessional acts, prior to this being done, are Illegal and render the delin- 
quent liable to iirnseciitioo. 



19. What covmeti'tes ■■i-iiACTrcisi; medicink" [ndek the stati-te: 
The tcDth sectinn of the act to regulate the practice of medicine la tlie 
State of Illinois recites that "any person shall be regarded as practicing 
medicine, within the meaning of this act, Who shall treat, operate on, or 
prescribe for any physical ailment of another." 

Independently of the atatntory definition, the term imports and embraces 
the pursuit and vocation of one who holds himself out to the public as 
possessing the requisite skill to treat disease, and accordingly prescribes 
for or treats patients as a physician. (Opinion of Attorney General Edsall, 
July 23, 1880.) 

20. (jRATUlTOrs PKACTKiK I>IIKS NOT liXEMlT FltOM THE LAW : If a 

person "practices me<licine," as defined by the statute, without complying 
with the law. it is wholly Immaterial wbelher he chaiyes for hi.s services 
or not. He Is guilty of a violation of the law, and liable to prosecution. 
This, however, does not apply to gratnitous services rendered in a case o( 
emei^ency by a non-qualified person.

13. Evidence uf mokal and puofkssional stamding: All iipplirants 
for ccrtifl fates, whether holding diplomas or not, are required to furnish 
satisfactory evidence of good moral iiud professional standing; such evidence 
(letters of recouamendatlon,) to he filed in the ottice of the Board as part of 
the applicant's professional record. 

U. Ceri'ificater to be kecobded in ovfice of county cleuk: Physi- 
cians are required to have recorded, In the office of the county clerk, the 
State certificate which may be received from the State Board of Heath; 
and in case or removal to another county in Ibe State, to have the cer- 
tificate recorded in that county also. 

Section 4 of the State Board of Health act rei]Uireji that all physi- 
cians and midwives, without exception, practicing in this State, shall 
register their names and post-office addresses with the county cleric of the 
county in which they reside. This register is additional to, and Inde- 
pendent of, the 1-econl of the State certificate of the ItOAitu, and is 
obligatory in each county into which the physician's or midwife's practice 
extends.

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IB. What coxstitutew "practicing medecimk" cxnEit the statcte: 
The tenth secttoD of the act to regulate the pnictite of medicine in the 
State of Illinois recites that "any x>erson shall be regarded as practicing 
medicine, within the meaning of this ftct, Who shall treat, operate on, or 
prescrfhe for any physical ailment of another." 

Indepenilently of the statntory deftQitioD, the term imports and embraces 
the pursuit and vocation of one who holds himself out to the public as 
possessing the requisite skill to treat disease, and accordingly prescribes 
for or treats patients as a physician. (Opinion of .\ttorney General Edsall, 
July 23. 1980.) 

20. OuATUITOUS I'KAC'TICE DOKS N(JT EXEMPT EltOM THE r.AW; If a 

person "practices medicine," as defined by the statute, without complying 
with the law, it is wholly immaterial whether he charges for his services 
or not. He is guilty of a violation of the law, and liable to prosecution. 
This, however, does not apply to gratuitous* sciviw rendereii in a ruse of

Independently of the statutory definition, the term imports and embraces 
the pursuit and vocation of one who holds himself out to the public as 
possessing the requisite si^ill to treat disease, and accordingly prescribes 
for or treats patients as a physician. (Opinion of Attorney (^neral Edsall, 
July 23, 1880.) 

20, Gkatuitoub pkactke ixiks not kxkmit i-kom the law : If a 
person "practices medicine," as defined by the statute, without complying 
with the law. it is wholly immaterial whether he charges for his services 
or not. He is guilty of a violation of the law. and lialile to prosecution. 
This, however, does not apply to gratuitous services rendered in a case of 
emergency liy a non-qualiHe<! person.

This, however, does not apply to gnitiiitoiH services rendered in a case of 
emergency by a non-quaIifle<l person.
